
Board Suspends Vote To Grant Vozzella Disability

One week after voting lo accept a slate 
hearing officer’s decision In grant an ac¬ 
cidental disability retirement allowance 
loa former Winchester police officer, the 
Winchester Retirement Board called a 
special meeting and voted to suspend that 
action. 

The board was almost as teluclant lo 


release the minutes ol those two public 
meetings as it apparently is to grant 
Celestino .1, Vozzella Jr of Baldwin rd. the 
disability allowance. 

Following a week of verbal and writ¬ 
ten requests to obtain the minutes under 
the Public Records Law. The Star finally 
obtained copies hours before deadline 
yesterday. 


The minutes show that at a special 
Dec. 29 meeting, the hoard suspended its 
Dec. 15 vote to grant Vozzella an acciden¬ 
tal disability retirement allowance, 
despite member Paul K Amieo's feelings 
that ‘in the Vozzella matter, the applicant 
was being abused” and member Charles 
R. McNutt's position that the board 
“should stay with their original decision. ' 


The minutes also show that McNutt 
and Vozzella’s attorney Paul Colei la 
believe that Vozzella is in “financial 
distress " According to the minutes. 
“Amico questioned Mr McNutt and Ally 
Colella as to Mr. Voz/.ella’s financial 
distress. They both agreed Mr Vozzella

Donal Murphy's ordeal didn’t end when 
she rushed through the door of her Wal¬ 
pole stale prison office last week, freeing 
herself alter 28 hours as the hostage of a 
knife-wielding inmate who swore tie would 
not live to see 11)85. 

She isn’t sure she can go back to life as 
it was before she was taken hostage, back 
to a job helping inmates - a job she ac¬ 
cepted. knowing the risks, because she 
missed being able to help inmates in her 
previous position as assistant lo the 
superintendent at Concord stale prison. 

Murphy admits that her ordeal has left 
her feeling "weak and a little fragile.” 
And she’s a bit overwhelmed by the reac¬ 
tion of the media which have made her a 
star, strangers who consider her a hero, 
and friends who don’t quite know how to 
approach her. 

Not that Murphy breaks down when 
ever she thinks of the experience. Recall 
ing the incident recent Iv. she was remark 


ably cheertul, sometimes joking, 
sometimes serious, but never depressed. 

Murpln handles hersell as ralmh now 
as she did during her captivity, when she 
was coo! enough lo talk lo her abductor, 
keeping him relaxed and waiting lor the 
moment when she could tree hersell 

But the 51-vear old Winchester native 
and Arlington resident said she still has 
“moments I hat have been real tough ” 
She still shudders when ordinary events 
vividly bring hack the hours she spent as 
a hostage 

But she also has the stuff to laugh al 
those shudders 

"Superman II was on cable TV the 
oilier night, and I was reallx looking for¬ 
ward lo seeing it bill then in the very 
first scene, men are taking hostages at the 
Eiffel Tower.” she said, closing her eyes 
quickly. "It was strange 

"But then we all got a laugh out ol it 
she added, smiling again 


Murphy could even joke about her 
captivity. 

“1 lost to pounds during the time l was 
held.” she recalled "You know how thin 
have the Cambridge diet hooks and the 
rest’.’ I was thinkingoi writing a ’Walpole 
Hostage Diet Book.’ 

The fact that Murphy can laugh at such 
an incident is a testament to her 
character ll dues not mean, however, she* 
has just shrugged oil the ordeal. 

“Basically. I'm doing OK." she said 
"But it's like the ad for Man of LaMan 
clia.’ where he says, it has left me weak 
and weepy 

“I still Ieel that way weak, and a lit 
lie fragile.” she continued. "I'm not ready 
logoi on with lileas usual. Blit I'mionli- 
denl I will come hack. I'm not going to let 
this destroy me. ‘ 

It was that con tide nee in her own re 
ourcos that brought Murphy through the 
28 hours she was held, hound and blind 
folded, in her oil ice al Walpole prison 


And it was her resourcefulness that 
helped her to end the captivity. 

When her armed captor. Roberto 
Camacho, began to set small fires among 
Hie papers lie had scattered in her office, 
Murphy seized the opportunity to rush to 
the door and into the arms of officers 
waiting outside 

Murphy's escape at 8 p in. Wednesday 
ended I lie tense stand-ofl which began al 
I p m Tuesday, when Camacho burst in 
to Murphy s office wielding a home-made 
ktiile and took her hostage. 

According In reports. Camacho had 
run into Murphy's office alter arguing 
with a male prison worker in the counsell¬ 
ing area where Murphy runs the prison's 
classification system 

Once in the office, Camacho put the 
knife to Murphy's throat, then bound and 
blindfolded her, He broke the lights in the 
oil ice, covered the windows so guards

While Donal Murphy was trapped 
inside Walpole prison by a desperate 
inmate, her family was trapped in their 
Winchester home by an equally 
desperate crew. 

Beginning early Wednesday morning, 
the Murphy family home on Salisbury si. 
was surrounded by a crowd of television 
and newspaper reporters, rabidly intent 
on getting a quote, a photo or film of the 
worried family. 

One radio reporter came to the door 
wired for sound with a hidden 
microphone. Channel 7 reporter Hank 
Phillippe begged for an interview, 
claiming she would lose her job if she 
didn’t gel one. Photographers peered in 
every window until the Murphys finally 
drew the drapes. 

"At one point in the beginning, when 
the Channel 4 van had just left, the 
Channel 7 van was parked in front of the 
house and the Channel 5 truck was on the 
way. 1 really felt trapped,” said Norccn 
Murphy, Donal’s sister. ‘‘They took down 


our license plates lo run a check. They 
were sneaking around the back of the 
house, looking in the windows." 

Murphy, in the journalism business 
herself as a photographer for The Star 
and two sister papers, said she could 
understand the reporters were just doing 
their job. hut added “It didn’t make me 
any less angry." 

Not every member of the Murphy clan 
was as angry at the actions ot the press 
as Noreen was. 

Although Dr. Edward Murphy said 
that "one or two” of the press corps "did 
offend us by their insistence.” he found 
some humor in the madness on his 
doorstep. 

“When I went out lo get the morning 
paper, l heard a voice at the end of the 
walk say ‘Good morning. The Globe’s 
here’,” he recalled. "It was a reporter for 
The Globe." 

"On the whole, the media was very 
considerate," he continued "We decided 
early on in the affair that we would nut 
have any contact with the media, we 


would not give out any statement lor tear 
»r jeopardizing Donat's safety. And on the 
whole, the media understood." 

They may have understood, but it 
didn’t stop the press from Irving to have 
contact with the Murphys 

The swarm of reporters descended 
upon the Murphys’ home about 8 Wed 
nestfay morning. It; hours after Donal 
Murphy was taken hostage. 

Fortunately, two of Donal's friends in 
the Mass. Correction Dept.. Joyce 
Murphy and Jim Cireo, arrived Tuesday 
evening to break the news to the family 
Indore they could see it on the i> p in. 
broadcasts. 

Until Donal Murphy was freed, the 
pair stayed to screen the barrage of 
telephone calls and answer the |K*rsistent 
(xnimling on the I rout door. 

“Jim and Joyce were just tremen¬ 
dous. they really helped gel us through.” 
said Noreen 

Although Cireo. as a former chief-ol 
staff for the Correction Dept., was ac¬ 
customed to the ways of the press, even 


he was surprised at some of the tactics. 

Once, he answered the door and found 
a reporter on the stoop who asked him 
how the family was taking the crisis. He 
answered How do you think the family 
is taking itand shut the door 

Before lie was hack in his seal, he 
heard liimsell saying ‘How do you think 
the l'nmdy is taking it 0 ’ over the radio,” 
recalled Donal Murphy “It turned out 
the reporter was wired for sound.” 

For her part. Murphy couldn’t believe 
that her story would lie the hottest news 
event of the day. with coverage by the 
national network news operations. 
Murphy’s aunt, in fact, learned of the 
incident from Dan Rather. 

All the media attention, Donal 
Murphy said, ‘was almost as unreal to 
me as the \ hostage-taking > incident.” 

It took a little while to realize how 
much ol a story this was,” said Murphy. 
“1 didn't think there would be much 
interest lo anyone outside of Walpole. I 
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Task Force Won’t Budge On School Closings

Despite an effort by parents to under¬ 
mine the facts in (he Task Force on 
Declining Enrollment’s report, the Task 
Force stood firmly behind its recommen¬ 
dation to close an elementary school by 
the end of this school year. 

In Hie final confrontation between the 
two groups Tuesday night, Mystic School 
parenls tried to chip away at the basic 
assumption behind the recommendation 
— that elementary school enrollment 
would continue lo decline until the late 
1980s. 

The parents claimed that an actual 
count of children who would enter the 
Mystic kindergarten next year showed 
that 15 more students would come into the 
school than predicted by the Task Force, 


that an increase in the birth rate would 
boost the elementary school population 
soon, and that the Task Force had insuf¬ 
ficient information lo decide lo close one 
school over another. 

But alter listening to the criticisms of 
his committee’s report lor two hours. Task 
Force Chairman Vincent O'Reilly said 
that, “Without disparaging the comments 
we’ve heard, I believe the conclusions we 
have reached with respect lo our report 
remain the same.” 

O’Reilly was backed by Task Force 
member William Caulfield who said he 
had ‘‘no misgivings about our recommen¬ 
dations,” and Martin O’Donnell, the 
group’s statistician, who defended the 
enrollment predictions. 

Tuesday night’s meeting was the third 


set up by the School Committee lo give 
parents the chance to comment on the 
Task Force’s report issued in November. 

The School Committee, armed with 
volumes of information both from the 
Task Force and from parents, will begin 
its deliberations on school closings this 
coming Tuesday, at its regular meeting. 
The committee is expected to reach a deci¬ 
sion in February. 

’The Task Force has recommended do¬ 
sing the Mystic School by the end of the 
year to fitl up empty classrooms through¬ 
out the elementary school system. Mystic 
students would transfer lo the Lincoln 
School, and some 40 Lincoln pupils would 
have to be bused to make room for them. 

In about 1987, the Task Force recom¬ 
mended. something must be done to till 


quickly emptying classrooms in both 
McCall Jr. High and Winchester High 
School. 

The recommendation for dealing with 
that problem is lo dose the Lincoln School, 
transfer its students to McCall Jr. High, 
and put the McCall students into a 
separate "house” within the Winchester 
High building. 

The Mystic School parents weren't the 
only group trying to make their point to 
the School Committee Tuesday. A group 
of Lincoln School parents banded together 
to defend their school as the best. most 
energy-efficient elementary facility in 
town. 

The Lincoln School parents were re¬ 
sponding to one of the arguments made by 
Mystic jKirenls al previous meetings on 


the report that the Lincoln, rnlher than 

the Mystic School, should be dosed 
Bui the Mystic parents look a different 
lack Tuesday, arguing that no elementary 
school need he closed at this time 
The parents claimed that !he elemen 
tary school population was not decreasing, 
as the Task Force stated, but Ibis year

Lawrence Fnsoli ol Hollywood rd told 
the School Committee he ami a group ol 
nine Mystic parents had taken a count ot 
4-year-olds who would enter the Mystic 
kindergarten next Jail They I mind in 
pupils, 15 more than the Task Force 
predictions would indicate, he said 
Martin Mastenbrookof Sargent rd.cx 
plained what he tdt those numbers meant 
“Mv major criticism ol the Task Force 


re|M)rl is that it made (he recommendation 
In dose a school on the basis of assump¬ 
tions and preconceptions they did nothing 
to verily.” he said. "In particular, the 
assumption that there would be a five per¬ 
cent decrease in the elementary school 
population.’' 

The ligures gathered by Frisoli's 
group, he said, show an actual increase 
ol 122 percent in the Mystic School 
kindergarten this fall, and a total enroll¬ 
ment increase at Mystic of five percent 

“This is enough to cast doubt on the 
recommendations of the Task Force,” he 
said Therefore, any elementary school 
closing at this time is totally 
unwarranted.” 
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Old Purity To Be Subdivided

After a year of unsuccessfully trying 
lo rent their old supermarket building in 
dow r ntown Winchester, officials at the 
Purity Supreme corporation are swit¬ 
ching strategies. 

Since no one has yet rented any of the 
three available building floors on Shore 
rd., Purity Supreme officials have given 
up their plans to rent each 10,000 square 
foot floor area as one unit. The space will 
be divided into smaller rentable units. 

"We're in the planning stages as we 
don’t have a tenant yet (for the smaller 
rental spaces), but we have had some 
interest for that type of a tenant,” said 
Pat Bouley of the real estate department 
at Purity Supreme. "We’ve put some 
sketches together for dividing spaces of 
approximately 5,000 and 2.000 square feet 
each in the front store area and using the 
back area for storage space." 

Winchester business broker Jack 
Guilderson had dreams of building a 
mini-mall on two floors of the old Purity 
Supreme, but those plans shattered when 
Guilderson could not get the financial 
backing he needed (or the project. The 


contract Guilderson signed with Purity 
Supreme officials last June is now* void, 
according to Economic Development 
Coordinator John Connery. 

“I couldn’t get the investors to back 
me on it,” Guilderson said. “The mini¬ 
mall is nothing at this point. ” 

Connery noted that although it would 
cost Purity Supreme more money to 
renovate the building, the changes were 
a necessary investment, 
were a necessary investment. 

"They originally wanted to rent it as 
one unit but that has not worked.” 
Connery said. "Smaller units may allow 
a smaller businessman to move in there. 
The original idea was to rent the whole 
thing to one person as they didn’t want to 
spend the money to subdivide the area 
and install adequate utilities for every 
section. But now they’re looking at 
breaking it into smaller pieces." 

Since the Purity Supreme corporation 
renovated the old Finast building on 
Main st, and moved there last January, 
most of the three-story building on Shore 
rd. has remained empty. The first floor is 
vacant. Two thirds of the third floor has 


been rented out as office space, but that 
entire floor will be available in two 
months. The unheated garage on the 
building’s second floor has not yet been 
rented. 

It looked like the first two floors of the 
building would be rented last summer 
when Guilderson, a Winchester business 
broker, signed a contract with Purity 
Supreme. ' 

"The reasons why Jack Guilderson’s 
project didn't work are the classic 
description of why some projects never 
gel off the ground," Connery said. "He 
didn’t assemble the proper financing to 
get the project off the ground, 

"After he figured out the cost for all 
the physical improvements he would 
need, he came up with a rent that was 
higher than what the site would absorb so 
it would not have been a viable in¬ 
vestment for anyone,” 

Bouley said the building could provide 
a perfect location for a restaurant and 
she has been particularly advertising 
among restaurant publications in the 
hopes of renting the space. 

"We have been actively trying to rent 


the space since Mr. Guilderson’s deal fell 
through,” she said. "We have sent out 
brochures lo restaurant brokers in all 
parts of the state. We have had some 
interest from smaller stores like sporting 
goods and clothing stores.” 

"As far as some real hot prospects, we 
just don’t have any,” Bouley admitted. 
“But we plan to gel the building rented — 
whatever that takes "We hate to see a 
building vacant as much as anyone else 
does.” 

Town officials have also said they are 
anxious to have the building filled. 

“1 look at a piece of property like the 
abandoned Purity Supreme and 1 ask 
myself, ‘What’s going to happen 
there 0 said Selectman Ed O’Connell al 
his board’s Dec. 20 meeting during a 
discussion on downtown Winchester. 

During that meeting O’Connell 
suggested the building might be a good 
place to build a small movie theater 
similar to the Reagent Theatre in 
Arlington Center. 

"Why is Winchester the only town in

Band Needs $34,000 

WHS Band To Go 
To Play For Reagan 


The Winchester High School Mar¬ 
ching Band will see Washington at 
Cherry Blossom time — if they can raise 
the $31,000 to make the trip, 

After seeing a photo of the band and 
hearing a tape of its repertoire, officials 
have invited the band to participate in 
the capital's Cherry Blossom festival in 
April 

And after a second look and listen, the 
band was asked to join several other 
bands cm the White House lawn for a 
musical tribute to President Ronald 
Reagan. 

About 210 WHS students — the 
marching band, the flag team, tum- 
biettes, and cheerleaders — will be 
making the trip. 

And according to band director 
Priscilla Miller. "The kids are all really 
excited about the trip It's a once in a 
lifetime thing.” 

Remarkably, the competition for a 
place in the Cherry Blossom festivities 
was the firsl the Winchester High 
Marching Band has entered, according to 
Miller. 

But the director said she had no 
qualms that her performers wouldn't 
make the cut. 

”1 think that we can stand on our own 
— we’ve proved our worth.” said Miller. 
“I just didn’t have any feeling for whom 
we were competing against. ” 

The once-in*a-lifctime opportunity 
came quietly, unexpectedly, and without 
the knowledge of the student band 
members. 

The chairman of the Cherry Blossom 
parade sent Miller a letter in early 
November, asking that her band apply 
lor a spot on the festival program, 

‘From there we kept it very quiet,” 
Miller said. "We thought we should do it 
that way, rather than get the kids’ hopes 
up,” 

In fact. Miller didn’t even tell the band 
members why she was taking the photo 
or making the tape requested by the 
festival committee. 

"The kids went out to McCall in 
uniform, and we look the picture. The 
next day we cut the tape at the early 
morning band practice,” said Miller. 
"They didn’t know what they were for. 
and I said ‘Don't askqueslions. ” 

Within a week and a half of sending 
out the material, said Miller, she 
received a telephone call informing her 
the band was chosen bolh for the Cherry 
Blossom parade and the musical tribute 
on the White House lawn. 

1 told the kids the next day,” said 


Miller. "I think they were shocked.” 

Once the School Committee gave its 
blessing to the project — "They were 
very, very happy we were asked to 
pnrlicipnte and represent the school and 
the town.” noted Miller — preparations 
for the trip began. 

First, an itinerary was set. 

The band will leave for Washington 
D.C. on Wednesday, April 6, arriving at 
its Maryland hotel after a 12-hour bus 
ride. 

On their firsl day in Washington, the 
band members will get to play tourist, 
visiting the White House, the Capitol, and 
the Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln 
monuments. 

Of course, the band will pul in several 
hours of practice that day. getting ready 
for the Cherry Blossom field competition 
the following day. 

The band will be competing against 
eight to 10 other marching groups from 
schools of similar size to Winchester 
High, according to Miller. 

The band may also get in a tour of the 
Smithsonian before Saturday, when the 
big action happens, 

First, the hand, along with several 
other bands chosen for the concert, will 
serenade the Oval Office occupants from 
the White House grounds. 

Then comes the Cherry Blossom 
parade, during which the band will be 
marching with 4U other groups chosen for 
the festival. Winchester will have one of 
the largest bands in the parade? Miller 
noted. 

Before they can take part, however, 
the band members must raise $34,000 to 
cover the cost of the bus transportation 
and hotel rooms for the trip 

According to Miller, the band 
members will begin selling boxes of 
Wisconsin cheese and sausages this week 
to help defray the costs, and the Friends 
of the High School Band have started a 
"Winchester High School Marching Band 
Cherry Blossom Fund.” with Mrs. 
Richard Clarke of South Border rd. 
taking donations. 

Once the money's raised and the 
performances given, Miller’s only 
problem will be topping the event next 
year. 

But a day of parade watching on New 
Year's Day has got her thinking. 

"Maybe next year, we’ll lop this with 
a trip to Florida (the Orange Bowl site),” 
said Miller. "Oh, what the heck, might as 
well go for California and the Rose Bowl 
pa rude.”

Clara Hewis may have won her case 
against the Winchester Housing 
Authority (WHA) when the state recently 
ordered that board to rehire her, but it 
may lake some lime before she will reap 
the benefits of that victory.

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WHS Alternative Programs Score High Grades 

Work Program Works 
For Non-College Bound

Students enrolled in a work ex¬ 
perience program at Winchester High 
School get along better with their 
parents, teachers and classmates and 
want to come to school more than they 
did in the past, 

Since they entered the Career-Life 
Information Program (CLIP), the 
overwhelming majority of WHS students 
surveyed said their attitude toward 
themselves and school has soared. 

“Students say to us over and over, 'If 
it weren’t for this program, I wouldn’t be 
in school,” "CLIP teacher Margaret 
Sullivan told the School Committee 
recently. The school board had asked the 
two teachers in charge of the CLIP 
program to give them an update of the 
program’s success. 

"It is a very effective program,” WHS 
Principal Vincent Larocco told the 
committee. “There are 31 students in the 
program now and five or six on the 
waiting list.” 

The CLIP program was developed in 
1976 as an alternative to the seven-period 
high school program for students who did 
not plan to go to college after high school 
The School Committee had directed 
Larocco to establish a program for those 
students after a 1974 evaluation of the 
high school by the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. The 
evaluation results said the major 
weakness in the curriculum at WHS was 
its lack of programs for non-college 
bound students. 

Students who choose to enroll in the 
CLIP program take classes for five 
periods. They take the minimum amount 
of classes required for a high school 
diploma. They have individualized 
classwork and work at their own pace. In 
the afternoons, while other WHS students 
take elective courses, CLIP students 
have the option of working at a job or 
taking electives. 

Tenth grade CLIP students are not 
allowed to participate in the work ex¬ 
perience as the WHS staff feels they 
should take electives to define their in¬ 
terests before choosing a job. 

Kecenlly. Sullivan and David Miller, 
the two teachers who work with the CLIP 
students, gave the School Committee the 
results of a recent survey on the CLIP pro¬ 
gram conducted by graduate students at 
Lesley College. 

Of the CLIP students surveyed, 71 
percent reported an improved desire to 
come to school, with 95 percent reporting 
improvement in their attendance record. 
Improvements were also noted in their 
grades, ability to get along with teachers, 
classmates and in classroom behavior. 

Although some special needs students 
are enrolled in the CLIP program, it is 
not designed to specifically ac¬ 
commodate those students. In fact, 
Miller told the school board that most 
CLIP students have high IQs. Survey 
results, however, disclosed that CLIP 
students feel their peers regard them as 
"retards,” 

The study also said that CLIP 
students do not usually socialize with the 
larger student body and are therefore 
probably not understood by the other 
students. 

Survey administrators cited the 


inability of CLIP staff members to 
supervise students while they work as a 
weakness in the program. 

But Miller and Sullivan assured the 
School Committee that they are con¬ 
stantly speaking with the students’ 
employers to make sure students go to 
their jobs and their work is up to par 

Although the school board com¬ 
mended the program and its staff for 
CLIP’S success, they were concerned 
about the fate of students who could not 
find jobs. 

School Committee member Constance 
Papas noted that the job market was not 
very open and said she felt a student 
should not fail the work aspect of the 
program if he or she tried to find a job in 
good faith but could not. Miller, said the 
likelihood of that happening was small. 

"Our experience is that if they want to 
find a job. they can. “Miller answered. 
“It may not be the job they want , but 
that’s OK as long as they give proper 
notice if they decide to leave for another 
job. 

Miller noted that despite the fact that 
the job market is tough, he did not plan to 
give away work credits to students only 
for trying hard. 

“These are graduate credits and I 
can’t give them away for free." he said, 
“We can be lenient and we have accepted 
credits for babysitting in the past. But 
there are jobs available. They may not be 
high paying or interesting, but they are 
available.” 

School Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman was concerned that students 
who could not find a job would end up 
with too many study halls. 

"I'm very enthusiastic about the 
program, but I’m uncomfortable about 
students who lost their job or are looking 
for one,” he said. “I’m wondering if you 
may put a time period on the amount of 
time you allow for looking and require 
them to take a course to avoid the 
possibility of having two study halls.” 

Attendance in the CLIP program has 
drastically decreased since its inception. 



In-School Suspension 
Cuts Down On Cutting

The amount of money available for the 
program also decreased since it began. 

In 1976, CLIP received an $18,000 
grant from the Department of Education. 
Since that time, no additional grant 
monies were sent to Winchester for CLIP 
and the school budget has paid for the 
program. 

When the program started, it had 75 
students with four teachers. Now. 31 
students are enrolled in CLIP and the 
school pays two full-time faculty 
members and one special needs teacher 
to supervise the program. About five or 
six students are on a waiting lisl to enter

the program. Enrollment is restricted to 
ensure that each student receives the 
individualized attention he or she needs. 

Since the program is not subsidized by 
the state, the number of CLIP faculty 
members decreased. A full-time 
guidance counselor and some afternoon 
trips were also eliminated. 

Miller attributed the decline in the 
number of students applying for the 
program to parental attitudes which 
favor a full day of classes for children. 

"The parents seem to want to lock the 
sludents into a seven-period” day Miller 
offered.

The prospect of in-school suspension 
at Winchester High School with teacher 
John Pirani seems to have taken most of 
the fun out of cutting classes and other 
violations for many students. 

The number of students suspended 
from high school has decreased in the 
last five years since the school switched 
loan in-house suspension program called 
AID (Alternatives for Individual 
Development.) 

Pirani recently told the School 
Committee that the AID program has 
been very successful since it began. 

During the last school year, 58 
students had to complete their assign¬ 
ments in a classroom under Pirani’s 
supervision instead of being suspended 
from school The total number of 
suspensions for those sludents was 81 for 
(he last school year. 

When the program was started in the 
1978-79 school year, 62 students were 
suspended a total of 117 times. 

“For the first quarter of this year, 10 
students have been suspended," 
Assistant Principal Evander French told 
the School Committee during the recent 
update report on the AID program. 

If you went back to 1977 or 1978, that 
number would have been five or six times 
that amount. We still do suspend students 
for smoking, snowballing and oc¬ 
casionally attendance, but its gone down 
markedly.” 

School Committee members at¬ 
tributed most of the program’s success to 
Pirani’s ability to simultaneously be 
sensitive to the students and frighten 
them. Pirani, a tall, dark, stocky 
assistant WHS football coach, does not 
look like someone you’d like to face in a 
football game, or anywhere if he were on 
the opposing side. But Larocco told the 
school board that Pirani counsels AID 
students and relates well to their 
problems. 

“It's remarkable to be able to be so 


scary also,’’ remarked School Com¬ 
mittee member Constance Papas. "It's a 
wonderful quality to be able to have.” 

School Committee members were 
pleased with the success of the program 
although they were concerned that 
students would fall too far behind in their 
work during the first day of suspension 
while Pirani collects assignments from 
their teachers. 

Those fears were alleviated, however, 
after Pirani explained that a da> with 
nothing to do but sit in a room was 
therapeutic in terms of ensuring the 
student would not want to be suspended 
again. 

“While I’m sending out for their 
assignments, the students are made to 
feel a little bit of pain,” Pirani explained 
“Being made to sit in a room alone is a 
fairly painful experience. The student 
may miss a day of work, but the teacher 
usally accounts for that ” 

The AID program was developed five 
years ago at the urging of the School 
Committee, 

“It emerged from a belief that ex¬ 
ternal suspension was counter¬ 
productive for the students and the 
school as an institution,” recalled 
Larocco. “It (external suspension) 
perpetuates if not accelerates the 
downward negative spriral the student is 
already in.” 

Students placed in the AID program 
must draw up a contract with Pirani 
which outlines specific objectives to 
improve the student's total performance. 
After that, students remain in a 
designated room for the full suspension, 
working on class assignments sent by 
teachers. 

In addition, Pirani gives the students 
personal counseling and works with the 
guidance staff to provide a program of 
individual counseling to determine why 
the students break rules and to take care 
of the problem. And apparently, the 
method works.

In addition, the FCD staff works with 
local courts to provide intensive educa¬ 
tional programs for young people in trou¬ 
ble because of drug and alcohol related of¬ 
fenses. They also act as consultants to a 
Massachusetts Committee of lawyers and 
to the staff of the Harvard Medical School. 

"Parents are often overwhelmed when

The Medicine Show plays with broad 
strokes and energetic colors, bursting 
with song and dance to catch the eyes and 
ears of adolescent audiences. Comically 
burlesqued characters slip home truths 
amidst the antics and laughter.

We don't give enough credit to 
twills m this culture. 

I was lliinking that this mnrn- 
injj as 1 submitted to the daily 
punishment <>! thetia.m. shower. 

Do people si ill bathe anymore, 
as a regular thing? In the old- 
fashioned leisurely way. I mean? 

I remember dimly the baths ol 
my youth of my babyhood, 
more accurately. Great messy 
affairs they were, involving six or 
eight towels and quantities of 
wilier on the floor. 

II wiis in the bath that my 
mum discovered that half-inch- 
thick rubber band around my 
waist when 1 was :i. My sister had 
been experimenting with the cir¬ 
culation of the blood that day, and 
I was simply part of the experi¬ 
ment My whole upper torso was 
a bright red. I remember; my 
lower part a chalky, a morgue¬ 
like white. 

Hut it wasn't until I reached 
adulthood that 1 came truly to ap¬ 
preciate the bath. 

My husband broke his foot 
once, the year we were first mar¬ 
ried Here he was in graduate 
school, competing with all of 
America's young smarties for 
that choice and door-opening 
1\I H.A We were living on Corn¬ 
flakes and Ram. practically, try¬ 
ing to scrape together the tuition. 
He'd got himself elected the cap¬ 
tain ol his class volleyball team 

— Marqtta's Marauders they 
called themselves — and it was in 
quest of that tie-breaking point on 
the court of honor that he shat¬ 
tered his tibia. 

That whole winter he spent in 
a cast. Showers, obviously, were 
out. You can't get a cast wet, 
alter all. 

And so. he bathed. We'd wrap 
that chunk of plaster in a Baggie 
and ease him into tile tub. Even¬ 
tually, lie grew addicted to the 
custom. 

He'd sit there for hours, 
reading spy books, studying his 
eases, contemplating the possible 
fate of the American League. . . 
lie even read "War and Reace" 

- all of it — through the dreamy 
haze of hath steam. 

Since that time, the bath has 
been linked in my mind with Hie 
pursuit of leisure; with the ul¬ 
timate in luxury; with time 
enough for Russian novels. . . . 

One doesn't bailie to gel clean, 
obviously; showers are much 
more efficient for that brisk 
purpose. 

one bathes for the watery 
ease ol ll. lor the bubbles; for the 


bath-oil, perhaps One bathes for 
Hie peace and inaccessibility of 
it; for that moist oasis of time 
when the answering of phones 
and doorbells is so obviously out 
of the question. 

Like Mr. Marauder, I too like 
to read in the tub. 

When 1 do this, I lose all track 
of time. I forget where I am. This 
kind of diving deep is part of my 
nature. When 1 sleep and wake 
again to greet the world, I've 
forgotten WHO I am, and when it 

is. I ask questions, thoroughly un¬ 
nerving to my solid and anchored 
husband. 

So I sit in that tub and prop up 
my book as best I can. I find hold¬ 
ing it above sea-level tiring to the 
arms, and resting it on the knees 
ruinous to the cover. What I 
generally do, then, is place it on 
the lip of the tub and sit, cross- 
legged and sideways to read 

it. . . . When the warmth and 
relaxation overwhelm me, 1 
stretch out properly and think 
about what I've read. 

It's then that I truly forget 
who 1 am, or even what. I float, 
half-submerged, a human Atlan¬ 
tis on its way down. 1 pretend I'm 
a frog, or a fish, or a lily-pad. . . 
It's as good as a week in the 
Bahamas. 

I find I’m against these new¬ 
fangled extras they sell now for 
the bath, the Jacuzzis and the hot- 
tubs. Oh, I've tried them and 
they’re fun in their way. But the 
Jacuzzi is too exciting for me; it 
makes me want to go out and 
overturn cars or loot store win¬ 
dows. The hot tub is merely loo 
hot: you can feel small bubbles 
forming in your blood as it ap¬ 
proaches the boiling point. And 
your eyeballs, I’ve noticed, take 
on a distinctly poached look. 

No, it's an old-fashioned soak 
in an old-fashioned tub for me. 

When else can you be so splen¬ 
didly alone and at the same time 
so well accompanied, if you're a 
bookish bather like the two of us? 

Where else can you so thor¬ 
oughly escape the limits of time 
and space? Fall asleep, float, 
wiggle your toes to watch the rip¬ 
ples they make? 

And where else can you ex¬ 
perience, if only for a moment, 
the ancient remembered inter¬ 
lude, when you swam in your 
mother’s body — when we all 
swam, eons and eons past coun¬ 
ting ago, in the warm pre- 
amphibious seas of earth's dawn?

I was in the hank one day 
hist week trying to hold a conver¬ 
sation with the hank teller. It 
wasn't easy with the thick pane of 
glass separating us; we almost 
had to shoal in hear each other. 
As I glanced around, 1 noticed 
several television cameras plac¬ 
ed strategically around Ihe room 
in order to view the customers. 
After signing my name with the 
pen that was attached to its 
holder by a silver chain I finally 
realized what was bothering me. 

The hank had to protect itself 
from possible robberies, so as a 
result, these safety precautions 
were taken. But there was such a 
lack ol trust in that bank that it 
almost made me leel like a 
criminal. 

After I started thinking about 
it for awhile. I found a lew other 
instances in our everyday world 
which constantly remind us dial 
we live in a basically unlnislmg 
society. The scary part is that 
many ol these exampli are so 
common that we don't even think 
about what they imply that 
we re not trusted. 

In a clothes store, for exam 
pie. salespeople at the door take 
a shopper's bag and hold II for her 
a preventative measure so niei 


chundise is not stolen. The shop¬ 
pers are then closely watched by 
the salespeople and store detec¬ 
tives. When a customer wants to 
try something on, she is handed 
a lag with the number of items 
she has. The management can’t 
trust everyone to return with the 
same number of clothes she took 
in. I worked as a salesgirl in a 
clothing store and my orders 
were to watch everyone closely 
and not to trust anyone. 

In an airport, passengers pass 
through a metal detector just in 
case someone happens to be car¬ 
rying a knife or a gun. 

If one is driving on the 
highway and sees a broken down 
car, it might be dangerous to stop 
and help (he person. Instead it is 
suggested to find a phone and call 
for help. It’s pretty sad if people 
have to worry about their own 
safety instead of being able to 
help someone in need. 

School has to be the place 
where there is the greatest lack 
of trust. Teachers generally 
assume that students will cheat if 
given the opportunity. Not only do 
teachers not trust students who 
are taking a lest, but also when a 
student makes a simple request. 
In some classes when a student 
asks if he may go lo his locker lo 


get a book, the teacher looks 
suspiciously at him as if he might 
be a potential arsonist or 
murderer 

As one of my teachers recent¬ 
ly summed up the whole problem, 
"I don't trust students. And you 
know who taught me not to trust 
students? The students!” Weil, of 
course some kids in every class 
will cause trouble and lose the 
respect and trust of their teacher. 
But don't forget that those 
students are in the minority. Why 
then is every student treated as a 
delinquent and troublemaker, so¬ 
meone unworthy of a modicum of 
trust? 

The actions of people in the 
minority ol the world often set the 
pattern of living for everyone 
else. Because not everyone can 
be trusted, no one is given com¬ 
plete trust. Unfortunately, socie¬ 
ty has come to accept these 
methods that are constantly 
checking our trustworthiness. 

Our American money has "In 
God We Trust" stamped on it. As 
society stands today, I wouldn't 
be surprised if someday, "In Man 
We Don’t Trust" is right beside it.

Bring Back Cemetery Commission To Restore Wildwood 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In reference to the Wildwood 
Cemetery articles in the Dec. 1(3 Star. I 
would like to note that previous to 1976 
our cemetery was always in top con¬ 
dition. Wildwood functioned under the 
jurisdiction of elected Cemetery Com¬ 
missioners and a full-time superin¬ 
tendent who had his own men and 
equipment. All persons involved seemed 
to lake a personal pride in Iheir 
cemetery. 

Many long-time Winchester citizens 
served on the commissions, held monthly 
meetings and gave willingly of their time 
cooperating with the superintendent to 
keep the grounds beautiful. 1 recall that 
among those men were Ralph Hatch, 
Maurice Freeman, Lowell Smith, 
Sherman Josephson and Kingman Cass. 

When Harlold Moran was superin¬ 
tendent and Mary Avakian was clerk, 
morale and conditions were good 
Information was always easily available 
at the office every day. In 1975 when the 
Charter placed the Cemetery under the 
Department of Public Works, the 
Cemetery's workforce and equipment 
was taken away and pooled with the 
DPW. Conditions naturally changed and 
have never been the same since. This, 1 
believe, has been true in other 
surrounding towns. 

Winchester residents who do not have 
a family lot in Wildwood Cemetery may 
not be overly concerned, but those of us 
who have loved-ones buried there ap¬ 
preciated the appearance and service at 
that time and have been disappointed 
with the unkempt areas in recent years. I 


will not say that conditions are as 
alarming as the articles implied, but it 
does seem to lack the tender loving care 
it once received, especially in the older 
parts of the grounds. (During the 
Memorial Day Week the cemetery 
usually is at its best.) 

As I was born in Winchester and my 
grandparents and great-grandparents 
were buried in Woburn's beautiful 
Woodbrook Cemetery (Salem st.). I visit 
that area occasionally. A Winchester 
taxpayer would indeed be chagrined if he 
were to observe that cemetery during 


the"growing M season for he would find 
the upkeep in Woburn's burial grounds 
far superior to our own. And, we know 
that Winchester has never enjoyed being 
inferior to any town! That particular 
cemetery is under the jurisdiction of five 
commissioners, has its own superin¬ 
tendent, equipment and staff. It is not 
under the Department of Public Works. 

We would heartily endorse the idea of 
returning Wildwood to the care of sin¬ 
cerely interested, elected commissioners 
and a bona fide, full-time superintendent.

"Then years ago. when there was a 
decline in I he birth rale, we increased our 
secondary school space hy building the 
high school," said Marian "Now. when 
we re experiencing the biggest increase in 
births and (lie biggest influx of new 
students in Hi years, and when we have no 
accurate district-by-dislriel census, it 
does not seem prudent to close schools 

"Before we close a school, we should 
have good, current data on population in 
the schools." he said "Or we may find 
ourselves bucking a population trend 
again."

Unitarian Church To Examine Lives Of Brave 


This Sunday’s service at the Win¬ 
chester Unitarian Church will he the first 
of a series entitled "Brave People: Four 
Portraits." 

The congregation's Worship Com¬ 
mittee will present a program on the life 
or William Ellery Channing who has been 
called "the colossus of American 
religious liberalism." Channing (1780-

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Coming Revaluation Sparks Look At Old One

Whatever happened to all the shouting 
over the assessments? 

11 may have seemed a truce was 
declared in the battle over Winchester's 
assessments when the town finally sent 
out tax bills lost July. 

After all, the crowds that used to pack 
the assessor's small office during their 
monthly meetings has dissipated. And 
the changes, challenges and criticisms to 
the Patten Associates’ values which 
dominated the news for 12 weeks have 
given way lo other town affairs and 
controversies. 

But despite those indications, the 
assessors and a handful of citizens are 
still dealing with the consequences of the 
Patten revaluation of the town's 
property. 


The assessors are st ill wading through 
the 1,300 abatement applications filed in 
the past two years by taxpayers who 
weren’t convinced that Patten's staff had 
correctly estimated the value of their 
property. 

And some taxpayers, dissatisfied wilh 
the assessors’ rejection of their 
abatement claims, are still wading 
through the red tape at the state 
Appellate Tax Board, which is so backed 
up that it probably won't hear Win¬ 
chester abatement appeals for another 
nine months. 

Some of the citizens who dogged the 
assessors’ tracks during I he six months 
they worked lo fine-tune the Patten 
valuations have lired of the public 
Spotlignt and become frustrated with 
what they see as a lack of success in 


getting the assessments changed. 

And other citizens, most notably those 
on the Assessment Review Committee, 
have continued to dig into the files in (he 
assessors' office, and have continued to 
find problems with the current 
assessments. The committee was formed 
by last spring’s Town Meeting because of 
problems with assessments. 

The committee had been dormant for 
several months, but recently committee 
members began gathering information 
which casls the accuracy of the town’s 
current assessment in doubt. 

A random, unscientific check of 
propoerty record cards by two members 
showed that four out of seven cards 
contained errors in the descriptions of 
the properties. 

A measured, scientific comparison of 


assessments versus sales prices, done by 
committee chairman John France, 
showed that between 2d and 3» percenl of 
the properties show sales prices which 
di It or significantly from their 
assessments. And the idea behind 
revaluation was lo assess each home at 
"lull and fair market value.” 

So wilh the news that I he town will 
soon undergo another revaluation, based 
mainly on the Patten valuations, the 
assessment debate is once again 
reaching a boiling point. 

The debate had cooled since the 
second half 1HH2 tax hills the first 
based on the Patten values went out 
last July. Many of those who had fought 
the assessors for months, demanding no 
bills go out until perceived errors in the 
Patten values were corrected, simply 


gave up the tight, even though they still 
thought there were problems with the 
assessments. 

I was tired of being angry," said one 
resident who once religiously aIIended 
the assessors’ meetings, but who has 
since dropped out of the argument. 

'When the whole thing began, I 
wauled something to be done im¬ 
mediately. ” the resident, who asked not 
lobe identified, continued. "But the more 
I thought through it, 1 realized what a big 
problem il was. 1 now think it is going to 
take a long, long tune lo get anything 
done 

■ l thought at that point the assessors 
were doing their best working through 
the whole mess.” the resident continued. 
"But now 1 realize l.hat everything that 
was wrong with the assessments weren’t 


taken out.

The prospect of getting those new 
values on next year's tax bills has 
brought the Fatten figures undei a new

Theft At McCall Causes Terminal Problems

Students bent on learning computer 
language are the ones most hurt by the 
recent thefts at McCall Junior High 
School. 

East 'week's theft of two business 
computers will not end the computer 
program at McCall, but it will limit the 
time each student can spend on a ter¬ 
minal. 

"Basically, the biggest impact (of the 
theft) is there arc not enough computers 
for the students to use now,” explained 
Irene Halstrom who teaches seventh and 
eighth grade McCall students Ihe com¬ 
puter language Basic. "It (the theft) 
won’t take away from the content of the 
course itself, it'll just be a little more 
crowded around each of the terminals." 

Along with $150 worth of stereo 
equipment, two Commodore PET 2001 
computers valued at $1,00(1 each were 
stolen from McCall Junior High School 


when the building was vandalized New 
Year's weekend. Police said vandals 
broke live cafeteria windows with rocks 
and ravaged through classrooms on ul) 
three floors of the building, breaking 
furniture and disrupting desks, No one 
has been charged by police. McCall 
Principal Robert Fitzgerald said, "We 
haven't spoken to any of the students 
about it." “I came in that (Sunday) 
morning after the custodian discovered 
the damage and we got the place all 
cleaned up before Monday The broken 
windows were replaced that Sunday.” 

Unfortunately, the windows were 
easier to replace then the $2,IHH) worth of 
brand new computer equipment 

The computers were purchased after 
studies showed the computer program at 
McCall would be enhanced if students 
had more time to spend on terminals. 
Curriculum Director David Ackerman 
said there has been a significant im-

prove menl in McCall’s computer

"When we evaluated Ihe program last 
year, we decided il would Ik- heller if we 
increased I lie number of computer 
terminals to get a lower ratio ul students 
to terminals.” Ackerman explained. All 
indications are that with the new com 
p'i! ,, ' , s, Ihe course is working out better 
this year. 

"It’s very upsetting that anything like 
this occurred and caused a setback for an 
important new program,” he added. 

While the program cannot work as 
eflectivelv now as it could with the 
missing computers, il is still better tlum 
last year, according lo Winchester 
Computer Services Supervisor Tim 
Kelly 

"There were five (lerminalsi there 
last year and we got it up to nine.” he 
said. Now t here are seven computers so 


they are still better than they were last 
year.” 

But (hat’s apparently not good enough 
for teachers and administrators win* 
hope to replace the stolen computers by 
next year to get the program back to lop 
form Eventually, they would like the 
ratio of students to terminals to he one to 
one.

Halstrom said It’s nice to have Ihe 
ability of one student working at his or 
her own terminal, often they will have a 
project t 11 *)I can take the entire |>eriod 
and now . somehow, 1 have to arrange lor 
them I oshare the computers " 

Kelly said he and school ad- 
minislralors are studying the problem 
and working on a recommendation, on 
computer replacements which they will 
present to the School Committee.

School Committee Weighs Fate Of Two Schools

The School Committed? will be lorn 
between two town needs when it considers 
whether or not to close an elementary 
school this year — the need for town 
facilities and Ihe need to save town 
money. 

Planning Board members made a 
strong pitch to the School Committee Mon¬ 
day night to delay any closing for a year, 
so town officials could consider alter¬ 
native uses for any closed school building 

They pointed out that this was the one 
consideration ignored by the Task Force 
on Declining Enrollment when it recom¬ 
mended closing the Mystic School at the 
end of this school year. 

But the need for town office space, a 
new police and fire station, or a recrea¬ 
tion center may not be quite as pressing 
as the demands of Town Meeting and the 
Finance Commit lee lo cut the school 
budget this year 

"I would support not closing a school 
for another year if 1 had assurances that 
it would not adversely aft eel the support 
for our finances,” said School Committee 


member Connie Papas. "The $1211,000 
(saved by dosing Mystic I is not a signifi¬ 
cant amount unless we have to cut il in 
June. I will not be forced into eroding our 
educational programs to save a school 
building.” 

The School Committee spenl little lime 
discussing anything other than the finan¬ 
cial and planning implications of closing 
a school. 

School Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman did refer briefly to the strongest 
argument offered by Mystic parents op¬ 
posed to the closing oi their school I hat 
enroll menl data put together by I tic Tusk 
Force was inaccurate. 

Bauman said he was personally under¬ 
taking the task of verifying Ihe Task 
Force’s projections, and that the informa¬ 
tion would lx* complete at the School Com¬ 
mit tee’s next meeting 

The Planning Board members all ol 
whom attended Tuesday's meeting — 
argued that the town may need to save a 
school building to provide space in the 
future. 

"The school buildings arc an assel 



w hich l lie I own has. ” said Planning Board 
chairman Harry Eindmark HI "The town 
has always had needs lor housing, a youth 
center, and a public solely building,” 

Eindmark then suggested (hat the Lin¬ 
coln School would Ik* the school lo close to 
hi I those needs, because ol its central 
location 

We l look il may be advisable to have 
more tune to discuss these options among 
ail IIh* town boards, and delay action on 
closing any particular school in June, lie 
concluded 

Planning Board member Clarence 
Borggaard also argued that the town could 
make good use ol the closed Lincoln 
School, as a senior citizen's apartment 
complex 

"When finally a widow or widower in 
town cant cope with the taxes that are 
more than the mortgage and the taxes 
combined when they bought the house, 
they sell, said Borggaard "But I hey 
have loo much moms lo move to West ley 
or Palmer st 'the Winchester Housing 
Authority complexes >. mo Hies are lorced 
to move* to Mcdlord or Woburn 


Here is a chance, rigid here, to do 
somelhing about senior housing.” he said 
"The seniors need to he near the rent or 
near the stores, the hairdressers, the 
apothecaries. The Lincoln School would 
make an ideal low moderate income hous¬

Mil A Plan Promises Reduced Costs And Accidents 


Workers’s Comp. Plan Lures Town Officials 


Hv SUSAN SCHNKCK 

A new workers' compensalion plan 
which promises to save the town money 
and reduce I lie number of future accident 
claims seems to have the Board or 
Selectmen convinced. 

It now appears to lie only a question of 
when the selectmen will vole to switch 
from their present system of self- 
insurance and where they will get the 
estimated $r>:t.(X)0 needed for that change. 

The selectmen and other town of¬ 
ficials appeared quite impressed with a 
two-hour presentation Monday night by 
representatives from the Massachusetts 
Interlocal Insurance Association 
(Mil A). 

Promises of saving to to 42 percent of 
current compensation costs have at¬ 


tracted 70 communities which joined the 
plan since its inception last year 

“We have developed a workers' 
compensation program designed for 
municipa lilies based on the basic 
premise that when communities come 
together to act as one economic force, 
they drive Die costs down.” Ml IA 
representative Brent Wilkes told the 
selectmen at their weekly meeting. 

“You would become a member of an 
organization so you would act as a 
stockholder and share in the benefits and 
income which would result from reduced 
losses. 

For decades. Winchester has self- 
insured for workers' compensation 
Town Meeting appropriates money each 
year for compensation and town officials 


administer the claims. 

This year. Town Meeting ap¬ 
propriated SltiG.OOO for workers' com¬ 
pensation and Town Comptroller 
Alphonse Fagginnn tnld the selectmen 
Monday night the town has already 
expended $103,000 of that amount 
Winchester has averaged about SUiO.OOO 
in annual payments for workers' com¬ 
pensation over the past several years, 
Fnggiano said. 

The Ml IA program features a 
detailed education program to minimize 
accidents and reduce the number of 
claims - an advantage sorely needed by 
Winchester, according to Wilkes 

“It appears your incurred claims 
have increased far more than those fora 
community this size should have.” 


Wilkes said You have an awful lot of 
overtime paid out (inod control efforts 
would be good for Winchester ” 

Under the MI1A plan, member towns 
share in the administrative costs of the 
program. Savings generated from the 
economy of group administration, 
reduced losses and interest income are 
shared by members The Ml IA is a non 
profit organization so it does not pay 
taxes on its income. It does not make 
direct commission payments either 

“These benefits drive the cost of 
workers' compensation down.'' Wilkes 
emphasized. 

Selectman Kd O'Connell was con 
vinccd and urged the selectmen to take 
advantage of the new plan as soon as 
possible, especially since the state in¬ 
surance commissioner may increase the 


workers’ compensation thinking we were 
sell insured II we want the funds to join. 

1 say wo have a com mi I lee study this, 
make a recommendation and request the 
funds at Town Mectiing " 

Comptroller Fnggiano poinled out 
that it would definitely be to Win¬ 
chester's advantage to join the program 
for at least three years since it will lake 
that long before the slate sets an ex¬ 
perience modification rate tor Win¬ 
chester Until then. Winchester would 
only pay its premium cost 

“In this case, we'd have a definite 
advantage to join until 1‘IHti,” Fnggiano 
said. "By then, we could he on track and 
we ‘II have to see.” 

Town Counsel Douglas Kandall said 
the MIIA seemed better equipped than 
town officials to handle Winchester's 


for loss prevention under the program, 
but like Saraco. he wanted time to study 
the program in depth 

“It seems to me the most important 
features relate to claims insurance and 
to loss prevention.” Hurt man told the 
selectmen after listening to the 
presentation. “They're (MIIA 
representatives> suggesting this outfit is 
more skillful at claims administration 
and loss control than the town We must 
look carefully to see if we’re* that lacking 
in our abilities and that confident in 
(heirs.” 

Kandall noted that a decision to join 
could not he immediately made since 
there have not yet been funds ap 
propriated for a contract

Nine Cable TV Antennas Still Atop 
Parkview Despite Removal Threats

There are still nine antennas on the 
roof of Parkview Condominiums despite 
tenants' threats to remove them on 
Christmas Eve. 

Negotiations over the lease between 
Continental Cublevisions and the 
Parkview tenants have been extended to 
Jan. 24. 

The tenants threatened to remove six 
of the nine antennas on Christmas Eve if 
the lease between Continental and 
Parkview was not renegotiated Park 
view attorney Walter McLaughlin Jr. 
said both sides agreed to extend 
negotiations a month hut that the 
January date is “not an absolute 
deadline." He said a resolution to the 
dispute "should happen pretty soon.” 

According to William Powell. 


systems manager for Continental 
C'ahlcvisions, the hall is now in Park¬ 
view's court. “We've given them an offer 
and we’re wailing to hear back from 
them.” he said. Powell and McLaughlin 
have declined to comment on the details 
of the negotiations. 

The basis of the dispute is whether 
Continental's lease with Parkview 
allows the cable company to place nine 
antennas on the roof of the eight-story 
Swan ton st building. Parkview claims 
t he lease only allows for three antennas, 
and has demoded additional rent from 
Continental if they wish to keep all nine. 

Continental s attorney Ed Hicks has 
said that the basic question in the case is 
"what constitutes an antenna " There 
are three antenna poles on Parkview, 
with nine satellite dishes on the poles.

Hicks said Parkview agreed to the terms 
of the lease when it was signed “Now. a 
year and a half later, tilings have 
changed ill their minds.”

$100 Reward For Dog Finder 

Lost Labrador Doomed 
Without Daily Medicine 


Without the aid of Winchester neigh¬ 
bors, Buddy, a black labrador retriever, 
is doomed. 

According lo the dog’s owner. Chuck 
Khuon of 131 Forest st., his pet needs 
daily doses of medication to prevent 
seizures stemming from a head injury. 

But Buddy, a medium-sized black Lab 
with a white chest, has not received his 
medication since Saturday, when he 
disappeared from his home. And Khuen 
said I hat unless someone finds his dog. 
Buddy will die. 

‘ The dog was hit by a truck a year 
ago. and began having problems." ex¬ 
plained Khuen. "Three weeks ago. he 
began having multiple seizures because 
his brain had been jostled a hit in the 
accident. 

"After the last episode of these 
seizures, we took him to Angell Memorial 
i Animal) Hospital. He was in intensive 
care for three days, and they just pulled 
him through.” continued Khuen. 

"But he lias got to be on the drugs 
morning and night, otherwise lie'll go 
back into the seizures," said Khuen. "If 
he goes without the medication too long, 
there is brain damage and he dies." 

Khuen said he suspects the dog had a 
minor seizure Saturday, became 
disoriented, and wandered into the Fells 
Reservation near his home. 

He urged anyone seeing a dog mat¬ 
ching Buddy's description to call either 
him or town Dog Officer Nick Molea. If 



Buddy has not slipped his collar, he will 
lx? wearing a tag with his name and 
address, as well as a town dog license 
and rabies tag.

The Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is holding a brief informational 
meeting on the new telephone service 
available to Winchester business 
customers on Wednesday. Jan. 19. at C 
p.m at the Jenks Senior Center, 

The Winchester Chamber’s Telephone 
Committee which worked with town 
officials to reverse a discriminatory 
phone practice imposed on local 
businesses, town offices and churches 
will explain whether or not this tested 
service will benefit businesses. 

The new option will be tested in 
Winchester exclusively for one year. The 
New England Telephone Company 
believes that this trial service will 
benefit many local companies The 
Chamber's group plans to closely 
monitor the results over the year to see if 
there are substantive enough savings 
realized by Winchester businesses. 

While the current message unit 
service will still be offered, businesses 
can also choose to try the new service 
which allows for free message units up 
until 250 message units at a fixed mon¬ 
thly rate of $:W per line. Additionally, any 
message units beyond that of 550 will be 
discounted from i 1.63 cents to 9.2 cents 
Switching over to this service will be free 
until the end of March. 

Chamber officials remain cautious 
about the supposed benefits of the test- 
case service but are awaiting the in¬ 
formation that will be gathered and 
analyzed on Winchester's telephone 
service. 

In the meantime, some businesses 
may experience reduced phone rates 
with the new service. The chumlwr 
therefore, encourages all kinds of 


businesses — whether doctors, service 
firms, retailers, or light manufacturing 
— to attend the Jan. 19 meeting and 
examine their options 

Those attending arc encouraged to 
bring the total cost per month of business 
phone equipment, plus the total itemized 
message units for a threo-to-four-month 
period with them. These figures are 
readily extracted from monthly phone 
bills.

A group of Winchester Hi eh School 
students have become the big brothers 
anf sisters for a bunch of inner-city kids, 
helping them improve their grades, 
motivating them, and simply giving the 
children someone to look up to 

With the help of drivers who transport 
them into Boston, the 21 WHS students 
are part of the Box bury Tutoring 
Program, spending one hour each 
Monday tutoring low-income Boston 
Children. 

The 17 drivers — parents, members of 
the Parish of the Epiphany, and EnKa 
members — also devote a great deal of 
their time in order to make Winchester a 
successful contributor to the program. 

Roxbury Tutoring is one facet of the 
St. James Educational Program of 
Roxbury. designed to benefit low-income 
Boston families. The after-school tutorial 
program began in 1962, “in response to 
requests by low-income black parents for 
educational support services for 
t hemscl ves and their children.' ’ 

The progrm consists of children in 
grades kindergarten through sixth who 
need help in math, reading, or just need 
the extra attention. 

In addition to the individual tutoring 
on Monday, the children also return on 
Tuesday and Wednesday afternoons for 
two hours of formal instruction given by 
trained parents. On these days, the 
children receive supplementary training 
in math, reading, spelling, and other 
skills, When combined with the in¬ 
dividual attention the children receive on 
Mondays, the two aspects of the program 
complement each other very well. 

Each high school student who 
volunteers to become a tutor is assigned 
to one child. The tutor and child work 
together each week and develop a per¬ 
sonal bond. This bond is very important 
as the student attempts to teach the child 
basic skills, as well as acting as a role 
model. 

Ninety children between the ages of r> 
to 13 are involved in the program this 
year. Approximately 660 children since 
l%2 have participated in the program 
Some positive results in the children's 
achievements include improved reporl 
card grades and an increased number of 
children who go on to become college 
graduates or professionally employed. 

There are several forces behind the 
success of the tutorial program. One of 
the major ones is the director of St. 
James Educational Center, the Rev. 
Neal Haslie, who has been described as a 
“man of tremendous energy who does 
great things. His whole ministry is 
dedicated to urban and inner city 
people,” The Rev. Hastie was in charge 
of a daily Bible school one summer, but 
he couldn’t teach the children to read the 
Bible because they couldn't read. So he 
founded the St. James Educational 
Program. With no money and a staff of 
high school students, he started the 
program which 20 years later has ex¬ 
panded and continues to help low-income 


families. 

The Rev. Hastie describes the schools 
that the children attend as. “niainh 
Boston public schools which are old- 
fashioned. overly centralized, un 
derfunded, third-rate, and in an urban 
school system " 

He thinks that if many of these 
children lived in another environment, 
they would achieve greater success 
“Part of Ihe problem is that they're in a 
sub-school system that doesn't pul much 
faith in their ability to learn.” 

When asked if the children benefited 
by coming into contact with the WHS 
tutors each week, the Rev. Hastie 
replied, “Emphatically yes. The fact 
that the tutors come in every week in¬ 
creases the child's motivation. And 
because the tulors are not paid, it tells 
the children that they must have some 
value and potential.” 

Another integral force behind Ihe 
tutoring progrm is Mrs. Swain, the 
Educational Director of the St James 
After-School Program. She began 
helping in the program when she was still 
in high school 17 years ago. and has been 
actively involved over since. 

Winchester became involved in Ihe 
program mainly through the efforts of 
one woman. Nanev Rudd. She learned 
abouI the program llirough the Outreach 
Committee in the Parish of the Epiphany 
after the Rev. Hastie came to speak to 
the group As a result of her dedication 
and efforts, more local teenagers 
became involved and Winchester has 
successfully participated in the program 
for 11 years. 

“I feel it’s very important in terms of 
exposure to both sides,” Buad said 
“Winchester kids are exposed to very 
different situations. Because of the 
weekly basis, there’s a very strong 
commitment.” 

She admits that because of their 
environment, some bright inner-city 
children don't gel the same advantage as 
students in other areas. 

“They certainly are at a disadvantage 
educationally.” she said. “They don't 
have a good school system Some 
children are very bright, but are not 
getting what Winchester kids are get¬ 
ting." 

The relationship t ha I develops bel 
ween the tutor and the child is a very 
personal one, according to Budd. 
Eventually it becomes much more than a 
teacher-student relationship. 

“Winchester tutors want to help with 
a problem the tutee has.” she said. “It 
becomes very important, almost like a 
big brother or sister relationship

It still does, in all kinds of 
ways. 

There's very little you can't do 
in a car anymore. 

You can experience rapid ac¬ 
celeration. of course, liurlling 
llMmgh space the way humans 
have longed to do since they first 
stumbled out of their eaves for a 
lope across the grasslands of 
Fust Africa. 

You can surround yourself 
with music, or stuff your ears 
with global lidings — all in 
stereophonic sound 

You can conduct a courtship in 
your car. 

Ur you can even fight. Cars 
make great arenas lor fighting, 
especially il you're on the 
highway when the blow-up oc¬ 
curs \u one can leave the room, 
obviously, during a car light, or 
walk away mad, certainly or 
slam the door without certain 


risk of bodily harm, at any rale. 
Cars make for authentic and 
careful arguing, a good, healthy 
wading-through of the issues. 

I love lo watch people in their 
cars. As soon as I pull up lo a red 
light, I inspect the driver of flic 
oncoming car. Then, once the 
light has changed and we have 
begun progressing each in out- 
own direction, I can glance at 
each passing motoirst in turn.

Former Commission Member Urges Town To Re-establish A 
Competent Board Of Wildwood Cemetery Commissioners 


KDITOH OF TINC STAR: 

I have many reasons for being very 
inttTOsled in Ihe Dee. I report of the 
Cemetery Advisory Committee and in 
the discussion it precipitated at the 
Hoard of Selectmen's meeting 

As residents of Winchester since 1931. 
Hath and I have had a growing fondness 
for the town and its background and a 
strong feeling of personal responsibility 
lor Ihe obligations of the town. Wildwood 
Cemetery is one of our town’s longest 
obligations. 

I will not bore you with a list of our 
contributions lo town activities over 
these 51 years, hut will point out that 1 
was a member of the Wildwood 
Cemetery Commission during the last it) 
years of its existence and co-chairman 
for two years, 

I know the Wildwood Cemetery. I 
know its beautiful property and its 
background I was intimately involved 
with its operations and its problems. I 
have observed and know ils downward 
trend of Ihe past several years and feel 
very badly about it 

there are two reasons for this letter 
t) I would like to compliment Ihe 
Advisory Committee for the frankness of 
its members a I the meeting in saying so 
clearly for all to understand that the 
condition of the Wildwood Cemetery has 
deteriorated substantially. 

This has been my own observation 
and concern to such an extent that Kuth 
and 1 have postponed for six years the 
purchase of a lot at Wildwood which we 
were about to acquire in 1970. Last June 
we explored Mt. Auburn Cemetery in 
Cambridge as an alternative and came 
close to acquiring a family lot in that 
beautifully kept cemetery. To even think 
of leaving Winchester after 51 years 
shows how concerned we have become 
about the trend of Wildwood. 

Certainly I am not and I am very 
sure the Advisory Committee was not 
in any way criticizing the Hoard of 
Selectmen, the Town Manager, the 
Department of Public Works or those 
who have worked hard at the cemelery. 
It was inevitable that the Wildwood 
Cemelery would go downhill under the 
new setup 


Cemetery Commissioners with Tom 
CJroux. jusl after he became Town 
Manager. I predicted to Tom that the 
Wildwood Cemelery was bound to 
become the last item on the tolem pole of 
town business This prediction six years 
ago was almost exactly what Mr. 
William Hyerson of the Advisory 
Committee (old the Selectmen so for¬ 
cibly in their recent discussion. 

2 1 The second and most important 
purpose of this letter is to urge that the 
Hoard of Selectmen act to put an end to 
this six-year unsuccessful and 
detrimental experiment with the 
Wildwood Cemelery. I urge that the 
Selectmen, or perhaps better, a group of 
interested citizens with the board's 
support, initiate the legal steps under the 
Charter to re-establish a competent, 
strong and interested Hoard of Wildwood 


Cemetery Commissioners. 

This Hoard of Commissioners could 
be a fully elected board or one par¬ 
tially elected and partially appointed — 
or it could be fully appointed. My present 
thinking tends toward either a fully 
elected or partially elected board, but 
the question deserves carefully study. 

In any event, there should be a new 
Board of Wildwood Commissioners 
under the Charter with the responsibility 
and the authority and with in¬ 
structions — to re-dedieate the Wildwood 
Cemetery property to the high standards 
of operation and appearance which the 
Town of Winchester and those who arc 
buried there deserve.

John France, heat I ol the Assessment 
Uoview Committee, disagrees. Although 
his committee has done only preliminary 
Mtidies of the Patten figures, the results 
raise a question in his mind. 

Carlson and France squared oil at last 
Mondays assessors’ meeting, when 
France showed them his latest efforts - 
a comparison ot the sales prices ol homes 
sold in the six months before the Jan. t, 
1 ‘iHl. dale the Patten assessments were 
supposed to ret led. to the valla's 
assigned to the homes in the July tax 
hills Those \ allies would have contained 
any ol the l.;!ii(i changes the assessors 
made to the Patten ligures Ix'lore the 
lulls went out, hut not the changes made 
through the abatements. 

France explained that he had laken 
141 sales in the six-month period, ad¬ 
justed the sales prices for inflation using 
I he 14 a percent inflation I actor used hy 
Patten, and compared them to the 
assessments. 

For 2i) percent ol those sales, he said, 
the sales price and assessment differed 
by more lhan 10 percent 

In an earlier study, done with sales in 
the six months after Jan. 1. 19H1, France 
found JH ijercenl ol the sales prices dif¬ 
fered Irom the assessments hy more lhan 
HI percent 

At the Monday meeting. France tried 
to gel the assessors to comment on 
whether those high and low assessments 
were unsatisfactory. 

"It I had a professional appraiser 


come into my home to do an appraisal, 
then I sold the house within a month or 
two. what kind ol accuracy on (hat ap¬ 
praisal should I reasonably ex peel 
queried France. 

"I would think within 10 percent." 
said ('orison. 

"Is that what we should expect from a 
mass appraisal <such as Patten's>" 
continued France 

■That’s a reasonable goal, 
responded both Carlson and Assessor 
Sherman Josephson. The assessors then 
proceeded to explain why Patten's aj> 
praisal could not meet that reasonable 
goal" of predicting sales prices within to 
percent 

"A $20(1 private appraisal is obviously 
going to give you a more sophisticated 
number than a SJU appraisal." said 
Josephson. explaining that the Sit’d.ono 
Patten appraisal cost S2H per parcel lot- 
each of the town’s (i. UK) pn>|>crtics. 

“The problem with doing a mass 
appraisal in this town is the high number 
ol pre-World War II homes explained 
Assessor George Andersen “You've got 
odd-si/.ed lots, pro World War 11 and post 
World War 11 homes. It s quite a job to 
get that variety of homes all within$ 21)00 
or $3000 of their value IPs an awesome 
task." 

Besides. argued Carlson. the 
assessors probably corrected many ot 
the differences between sales price and 
assessment when they granted 
abatements. 

According to records in the assessors' 
office. 1.2(H) abatement requests were 
filed in Fiscal Year 19H2. the first year ol 
the Patten assessments. About *>H 0 were 
granted. In FY HMW, (Ml applications 


were tiled, with 2K‘> approved and T.57 
remaining In be considered 

About :iH ol the applications lor 11)83 
were duplicates ol the l!)H2 abatements, 
since ihc assessors didn't gel to those 
applications until alter the HUM tax bills 
were sent out 

In all. the assessors have lowered the 
assessments on 1U2 properties since the 
first Pat ten-inspired las hills went out 
The things we are doing are helping 
the system.' said Cars I on “The 

abatement piocess is part ol the system, 
anti ii’s improving the values 

Bui France argued that the 
abatements only look care ol halt (he 
problem 

lbs ligures showed that i:t pel cent ol 
his sample holm's prior lo Jan. 1. 1081. 
and 2)i percent ol the homes alter .Ian 1. 
Him. were assessed higher than their 
sales Most ol those over assessments 
would have been taken care ot when llu* 
assessors lowered It |XTcent of the 
property v alues 

But France's figures also showed Tor 
the two peruxls that 7 percent and IN 
percent ol the home's were un¬ 
derassessed. posting sales prices above 
the assessments 

"II more than 10 percent of the values 
proved I no high lo you guys (by virtue ol 
the assessors having granted 
ahalementsi. then it must he that 10 
percent ol the valla's are too low." said 
France There are |H'oplc mil there who 
are paying unfairly low taxes. " 

Carlson noted that the assessors had 
raised some assessments 34 Ix'lore the 
1002 tax hills went oul and atuitlhcr (>o in 
HIM lor a total ol l percent of the 
properties m town 


Ami Josephson added that we’ve got 
a list ol properties tlx* assessors will 
increase next year. 

But the assessors didn't admit to any 
coherent plan lo I inti those undervalued 
homes 

II you can come out and show us 
where the problems are. that would help 
resolve things. ’ said Andersen. "Wo II go 
out in Mu* field and increase those values, 
and decrease those values. ” 

Carlson, lor his part, seemed lo feel 
that the assessors had spent enough lime 
worrying about correcting the Fallen 
ligures. 

"The only tiling that concerns me is 
doing the update." lu* said "Killier we 
accept what we have now and work with 
that. or we s|>oiid another S2IKMKK) and do 
an entirely new assessment And for the 
small amount ot |x*oplooul there who arc 
dissatisl ied. it s not worth it." 

(‘orison addl'd that he hoped the 
Assessment Review Committee would 
spend its lime deciding what assessing 
practices the town should use in the 
future, rather than concentrating on 
finding errors in the Fatten assessment 
It s so easy to criticize without 
seeing the man hours that went into this 
assessment." said Carlson "I already 
see you’re not going into this with an open 
mind." 

But Carlson’s hopes are probably in 
vain. 

Besides France’s work in comparing 
sales price to assessment, the commit tee 
is looking inio the accuracy ol Fallen’s 
data collection 

Two members ot the committee. 
Barbara Fclrilli and Roberta Augollo, 
reviewed 7a properly record cards at 


random According to lVtnlli, they loimd 
tactual errors on 4ii of the cards 

"The data is grossly ineorreet." said 
Fetrilh “We've gone to the houses and 
walked around, then we've gone to real 
estate agents In coni irm our guesses i in 
quili' a few ot the proper!ii’s. we loimd 
blatant errors " 

France noted that Fclrilli and 
Augello s findings were not conclusive 
"Whnl they are doing is not necessarily 
scientiliially put together, lie said But 
that kind of check was one ot the "nti 
jxirtant items" the committee was 
looking into, he added. 

Two real-estate experts on the 
committee. William Caci and (iail Burns, 
will continue Fetrilh and Augello s work. 
France said, using their appraisal 
knowledge lo see il the data cards are 
correct. 

And France urged that anyone who 
knows he has incorrect mlornuition on 
his home contact Fclrilli, the com 
mi I lee's secretary 

Meanwhile, individual taxpayers are 
still trying to find their way through the 
complicated abatement appeal process 
One taxpayer.

L’nder I he 
old law. Spigle said, lees lor the first 
signal were about .8 percent of basic 
revenues, lor the second, third and 
fourth signals. 5 percent for each 
channel, lor (he fifth and beyond. 23 
percent Kor example, he said, under an 
•SK basic subscript ion l ee which brought 
in four signals, the cost per subscriber 
was about IK 5 cents per month 

But under the new lee schedule, 
copyright lees are M percent of basic 
revenues lor the first signal. 9 percent 
lor the second, and 3.73 tor the third 
signal and each one beyond In this ease, 
the cost lor a subscriber paying the $8 
basic lee and ’receiving four distant 
signals would be 78 f> cents per month. 

"Apparently, what the copyright 
tribunal was doing was saying to com 
panics for the first two signals they 
won't have to pay too much more, but for 
every signal after that they pay a lot 
more." Spigle said.

“Speeding” is frequently 
cited as the major cause 
of accidents. When most 
people mention the word 
speed, they tend to think 
of high speed. What are 
some of the effects of 
higher speeds? — 
There’s greater force at 
impact which increases 
the possibility of death or 
serious injury. . . .Time 
for decision making is 
cut down. This in turn 
reduces the lime avail¬ 
able for taking proper 
action lo avoid collisions. 
Rule: Never drive so fast 
that you cannot bring 
your vehicle to a safe 
stop in the clear distance 
ahead.

"They seemed to have come back for 
the second lime,” lamented McCall 
Principal Robert Fitzgerald. "They had 
so much success the first time and they 
knew there was more to be had." 

Three other computers were removed, 
from Lhe computer room during last 
week's theft. 

Those computers, however, were not

School Cost Increase Could Break Town Budget 


By DAVELEECO 

Contractual obligations and rising 
energy cosls have pushed the proposed 
school budget over the $10 million mark, 
and will probably force a future round of 
cuts. 

Those cuts may he inevitable because 
the $716,5H0 increase in the school budget 
this year is more than the combined 
school-town budget can rise under 
Proposition 2.5. 

Prop 2.5 limits the lax levy increase 
each year to 2.5 percent of the previous 
year’s levy, plus the taxes raised from 
new construction According to Town 
Manager Thomas Groux, those 
restrictions mean the town lax levy can 
only rise by $640,000 from last year’s 
$17*600.000 


"The school increase, which 1 un¬ 
derstand may not provide for certain 
salary adjustments, exceeds the total 
town’s levy increase,” said Groux "If 
the school budget goes through as 
proposed, it would eat up all thal in¬ 
crease.” 

The proposed school budget puts the 
cost of running Winchester's educational 
system al $10,487,195 next year a 
S716,58(1 increase from Ibis year’s 
$9,77(1.615. 

Within that budget, personal services 
rose $449,945, from $7,599,944 to 
$8,045,889. Other expenses — which in¬ 
clude supplies, utilities and contractual 
services — rose $213,967, from $1,930,268 
to $2,144,235. The equipment budget was 
up by $23,581. from $32,664 to$56.245: and 


athletics rose by $42,042. from $182,784 to 
$224,826 

Assistant Supl Jack Fallon noted that 
the personal services budgel does not 
include salary increases for principals, 
now under negotiation 

School Supt . William MacDonald 
acknowledged that his proposed budget, 
submitted lo the School Comm it lee last 
week, may have lo he cut, and will 
certainly “be the topic of many 
discussions between now and Town 
Meeting " 

But MacDonald added that while "in 
the back ol my mind I know there is a 
limit." he didn't prepare his budget with 
financial constraints as the first priority 
■| sit down with the principals and 
department heads and identify what 


things we feel we need to improve." said 
MacDonald. “We only pul in items which 
are absolutely essential lor our 
educational programs 

"We might slart oul with 2ti lliings. 
and all 20 are desirable,” continued 
MacDonald. ' But since we know there is 
only so much you can get in any given 
year, we weed oul some and put them on 
the back burner The things that are lei I 
we think are awlully important, and 
would go to the wall for.” 

But it wasn't new programs that led 
to most of the $716.58(1 increase in the 
school budget this year. 

The personal services portion of the 
budget is slated to increase by $445,945. 
and that increase accounts for 62 percent 
ol the total school budgel rise 


Most ol that increase in personal 
services was mandated by contract 
negotiations, according to Failon 

"If you look at the salary aspect. 80 
percent of our budgel is in personal 
services,” Fallon said "And the vast 
majority of that is lixed through 
negotiations.” 

One item in the personal sernees 
portion of lhe budgel shows how much 
contracts can inlluence lhe schools 
financial planning, and how little control 
the school administration lias over its 
budget 

More than 20 percent ol the total 
school increase is eauseti by a $153,395 
rise in the "Other Instruction” budget 
$l38,ixni of that is lo pay lor substitute 
teachers lo cover for loin teachers and 


one principal who are going on sab 
balicnl next year, as required by the 
teachers' contract 

When you look al the dollars we have 
in the budget, we haven't pul in a lot of 
programs.” said MacDonadd "Almost 
all are built-in increases caused by 
virtue oi negotiated raises and cost-of- 
living inereuses That's where the big 
stuti comes in.' 

Even in the non salary portion ot the 
budgel. a large part ol the cost increases 
were pre-ordained before MacDonald 
and Fallon sat down to their calculators 
An estimated $57,1(15 bike in fuel costs 
and a $41.987 increase in bus cosls under 
a new contract account lor 36 percent of

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Downtown Parking Meters To Take A Holiday 


By SUSANSCUNECK 

In lwo months residents can stop 
hoarding their pennies and nieklcs for 
the Winchester parking meters. On April 
4. a new downtown parking program, 
featuring a parking meter holiday will 
begin. 

For an experimental period of at least 
one month, parking meters will be 
covered and all on-street spaces will 
have posted parking: free parking on all 
central business district streets will be 
allowed for one hour except Laraway rd. 
and Main st, from Mystic Valley pkwy. 
toward Medford which will be posted for 
a two-hour maximum. 

Shoppers and merchants who wish to 
use the center for more than two hours 
may pay 10 cents an hour to park in the 
Post Office and Water field rd. lots. 

The Hoard of Selectmen Monday 
approved new parking regulations 
designed to attract more .shoppers to 
W in Chester Center. Economic 
Development Coordinator .John Connery, 
who drafted the regulations, will be 
closely monitoring the program to see if 
changes should be made. If it improves 
the parking turnover rate for spaces 
near business, the program may become 
permanent. 

“This is an experiment,'’ Selectmen 
Chairman Alan Macdonald stressed 
after the board voted 4-1 to adopt the new 
regulations. ‘We’ll hear where the 
people have problems and if we can 
correct them, we will. 

“The parking program has been 
discussed and advertised so much at this 
point, I d love to go ahead with it and see 
what happens.” he added. 

Connery told the selectmen he would 
particularly monitor the effects which 
two pay lots will have on traffic in the 
free lots , at Mt. Vernon st. and 
Wcdgemere Station. In addition. Con¬ 
nery will see whether the meters should 
be permanently removed. 

Regardless of those results, however. 
Selectman Michael Saraco is convinced 
the program will not improve downtown 
parking and, therefore, cast the sole 
negative vote Monday night. 

“It bathers me that we want to im¬ 
prove business downtown but we say to 
the shoppers. “We want you to shop in 
Winchester but don't park more than one 
hour, and if you want to park longer, 
there are places but don't park loo long 
or you'll get tagged." Saraco said. 

Connery pointed out that studies he 
conducted in the center revealed that 
between 75 and 85 percent of Win¬ 
chester’s shoppers remain in the center 
less than a half hour. Therefore. Connery 
said, Winchester shoppers would not be 
adversely affected by parking limits of 
one or two hours. 

“The real culprit in terms of long¬ 
term parking are the merchants 
themselves who feed the meters, 
Connery said. “It’s not as if we’re

penalizing people, but it’s going to take a 
shakedown to correct the parking 
situation and this program reflects the 
character of Winchester center. It's a 
convenience center and it will probably 
stay that way for a while.” 

“We've got to give the merchants and 
the retailers a competitive edge and 
most of them strongly support this 
program." he added 

In addition to protesting the 
elimination of parking meters, Saraco 
also called the program unenforceable 
“I don’t sec how it can be properly 
enforced." lie said “1 don't see how the 
police will be able to tell how long the 
cars arc parked for and I don’t see how 


one officer on either side of the tracks 
will he able to monitor all the cars and do 
their police business.’’ 

While Connery conceded the new 
program would be more difficult for 
police to enforce until they get used to it. 
he was confident it could work. 

“Long-term parkers can leed meters 
now and I’ve seen them do it. hut a 
license* plate can he duly recorded by a 
police officer,” Connery said. “There 
will no longer be any meters to feed and 
if people want to piav hopscotch every 
tight hours, they can. hut 1 think that 
would he detrimental.” 

The parking regulations will be in 
effect from H a.in. to (5. p in. Monday 


through Friday and from 8a m. to 1 p m 
Saturday. There are no regulations for 
Sunday 

Long-term parking for 10 cents-an- 
hour will be controlled by mechanized 
parking machines in the two designated 
lots The machines will be installed in 
mid March During that month, Connery 
will be mailing and personally delivering 
flyers to inform residents and out-of- 
town shoppers about the new program 

Connery had ho|K*d the selectmen 
would approve a regulation stating that 
“no lee shall ho imposed on the lot in Mt 
Vernon si unless otherwise posted." He 
asked the Selectmen to word the 
regulations that way as it would save 


time obtaining required stale approval if 
the town later decided to install a third 
mechanized machine in the Ml Vernon 
lot across from Town Hall. 

Town Meeting appropriated money to 
purchase three machines last fall with 
the stipulation that only two would be 
purchased unless town officials later 
decided a third would he necessary 

The selectmen are divided about 
whether two or three fee machines 
should he placed downtown and they 
eventually compromised and agreed to 
buy two and consider purchasing the 
third alter the program was in place for 
a short time. 

“I’m troubled by the wording, it being 


my firm conviction that I do not wish to 
see a fee m the Skillings lot. Selectman 
Ed O'Connells' id The wording was then 
changed to read. “No fee shall be 
assessed for parking in the Ml Vernon 
st lot." 

As a result, if the selectmen later 
decided to Iniy a third machine, they will 
have to apply to the Mate department of 
public works for approval The stale 
DPW must approve all parking changes 
which could lead to delivery of parking 
tickets as required by law, 

Alter the meeting. Connery said In* 
was glad the regulations were approved 
oven with the wording change 
“Wed now have to go back to the 
selectmen and the state DPW if we 
wanted to change i! but it's a change I 
can live with." he commented after the 
hoard's meeting. They may be right 
and we may only need two fee machines 
I have no vested interest in two or three 
machines 1 just want to see the 
parking system to work " 


Approval Of Winchester’s Housing Policy Comes 
Quickly But Implementation Will Not Be As Fast

Recent state approval of Win¬ 
chester’s housing policy may not change 
the housing situation in town for awhile, 
but it did result in $426.not) in state lund.s 
to Winchester. 

The town now has money for new 
sidewalks and other downtown im¬ 
provements as well as lor cleaning sewer 
pipes, but there is not yet any stale 
money for l ow-to-moderate-income 
housing in Winchester. 

In the approved housing policy, town 
officials promised to apply for state 
funds for Chapter 705 Scattered Site 
Housing. Under that program, Win¬ 
chester would purchase houses and-or 
apartments throughout the town and 
rent them to applicants with low-to- 
moderate incomes. 

The housing would be scattered 
throughout the town to avoid clustering 
all thelowcr-incoinehousing in one area. 

Before Winchester can take ad¬ 
vantage of that program, the Winchester 
Housing Authority (WH> must apply for 
state funding, the stale must approve the 
application, specific town housing needs 
and potential locations must be iden¬ 
tified and eligibility requirements must 
be drafted. 

Meanwhile, Winchester received two 
grants the stale had withheld because 
the town did not have a written housing 
policy as required under an August 
Executive Order issued bv former Gov. 


Edward King. The order directs all state 
agencies lo withhold funding lo com¬ 
munities determined to be 
“unreasonably restrictive of housing." 

Winchester fell into llial category 
because it did not have a written policy 
on file with the slate Executive Office of 
Communities and Development Town 
officials drafted a policy in November 
and il was approved earlier this month. 

One of the two withheld grants was 
for $115,000 which reimburses the town for 
money spent in 1981 and 1982 to clean and 
line sewer pipes in Winchester The 
remaining money withheld was a grant 
for $331,000 which will be used for new 
curbing, sidewalks and other physical 
improvements in downtown Winchester 
as part of an overall business 
revitalization plan started about two 
years ago. 

Town Manager - Tom Groux said the 
Economic Development Committee 
plans on , completing those downtown 
improvements by Hie curt of this year 
The time frame for the new housing 
program, however, is not as predictable. 

“The next step is to look into the 
scattered site program which permits 
rental of apartments or houses on a 
state-subsidized basis lo those who 
qualify," Groux explained. “Before that 
program can gel off the ground, it 
requires applying to the state and that 
application has not yet lx*en pul 
together. 


Since the policy was approved, I 
wrote to the Housing Authority and of¬ 
fered to assist them in preparing the 
application and I haven’t heard from 
them yet." 

WHA Chairman Mary K. Murphy ot 
Richardson st. did not return numerous 
phone messages left on her telephone 
answering machine inquiring about her 
board's role in the program 

Board of Selectmen. Chairman Alan 
Macdonald said while his I ward took a 
leadership role in Winchester lo start the 
housing program, members of (tie 
Housing Authority will be in charge of its 
specific administration. 

“We drafted a housing policy lo meet 
stale needs as required by an Executive 
Order signed by Ed King, but in practice 
the work will be done through the 
Housing Authority." Macdonald said. 
“Our housing policy statement is really a 
general statement that we are aware 
there are housing needs which must he 
met. 

“We didn’t necessarily identify them 
all. but as they come, we will work to 
respond to them. The needs could be for 
elderly housing, low-income housing or 
family housing. “This is something we 
will lie working on,” lie added. 

Macdonald noted the selectmen 
received a letter from the Executive 
Olliceof Communities and Development 
informing them the federal government 
was considering sending funds to 


Massachusetts for subsidized housing 
and asking for some information on 
housing needs 

“We are sending a letter of support to 
the federal government staling that 
Winchester would indeed havuJ^need for 


Section 8 subsidized housing.' Mac 
donald said. “It’s something we will 
continue lo work with from lime lo tunc 
We will meet In discuss whether certain 
projects are suitable for answering 
housing needs."

They're not MADI) mid 
they're definitely nut SADI). They're just 
plain old concerned. Concerned for their 
children, and the problems of drugs and 
alcohol in Winchester schools and homes. 

This group of parents is called 
' Parent-to-PurenlIt consists of any 
parent of a Winchester teenager who is 
worried about what could happen, or 
what is happening, to his child due to 
drugs and alcohol 

Most parents want to push those 
problems aside and prelend drug abuse 
and alcoholism are not there, that their 
children would never do that The folks of 
"Parent-To-Parenl" recogniz.es that the 
problems do exist. They simply don't 
know what to do about them. 

’Parent-To-Parent" was set up by a 
group of Wine lies ter High School 
educators and interested citizens last 
October to give parents help in deciding 
what to do. With small discussion groups 
and larger lectures, the “Parent-To- 
Parenl' founders hope to give the 
parents a view into lhe world of their 
teens, and the world of drugs and alcohol. 

At the most recent lecture, parents 
got that view from the inside, courtesy of 
speakers from "Freedom from Chemical 
Dependency. ' a nationally acclaimed 
organization which has sent speakers to 
20 JKK) school children and parents in iun 
different schools around the country. 

Most of the speakers were once drug 
addicts or alcoholics. So they know their 
Stull flat out the terms and the jargon 
of the trade. 

Speaking at the Jan in meeting was 
Matiriee Soul is one lime drug user 
Soul is works as a soeial worker and has 
for 10 years. He also works lor the 
foundation part-time. 

Soulis not only has the ex|x'i ience m 
drugs, he also knows what's going 
through the minds of the present users, 
lie knows what it s like so when he 
speaks its not just coming from a hook. 
It’s the cold tacts Irom experience 

Speaking to the fit) or so parents 
present, he told I hem of his lile. He ex¬ 
plained how he went from use to abuse to 
dependency. He also explained that's 
how most kids today do it. 

It ’s like a chain, he said, and no one is 
very diIlorcnt. Use of the drug almost 
always leads to abuse and then depen¬ 
dency. iwhere the foundation gol it's 
name) and finally, if it's I ha I bail, to 
addiction. This is the final link and 
usually it is jusl that, the "final" link 

"Most kids are poly drug users — 
that’s when you mix alcohol wilh some 
form of drug." Soulissaid. You go down 
very fast.” 

Soul is then filled the parents in on the 
specifics of drug use among school 
children, noting that several drugs had 
become popular in schools recently For 
example; 

Diet pills are used l>\ a lot ol girls 
today. Soulis said, because they have a

‘Parent-To-Parent’ To Start 
February Discussion Groups 


The Winchester Interagency Council 
Parent to Parent Advisory Committee 
announces the beginning of its second 
series ol parent discussion groups in 
February. 

These small discussion workshops 
are free and open to all Winchester 
parents of adolescents. The groups are 
designed to provide an opportunity for 
parents to talk together about raising 
teenagers and to present ways to im¬ 
prove communication in the family 
Marlene Schultz. LCSW. Winchester 
Parenl-tn-Parent Coordinator, will lead 


among students It has not. however, 
become highly used by student athletes, 
Soulis said. 

Codeine cough syrups also have a 
lull’d drug ellecl. Soulis explained. Kids 
are able loobtain drugs in neighborhood 
stores just by buying simple, everyday 
products, he said, adding "It's sitting 
there just waiting lor careless hands and 
obviously careless minds."

"Mosl kids use drugs because ot 
problems at home," Soulis stated, adding 
that ii a child is having a lot ot hassles at 
home, or at least thinks lhal. I hen lie 
might resort to drugs. 

Kids use the drugs lo go from 
negative to positive. From anger to 
peace, boredom lo excitement, stress lo 
relaxation, and fear to courage," ho said. 
"That's what this group is here to learn. 
Whal can he done lo prevent the drug use 
before it stalls." 

Bruce Bunnell, an obviously con¬ 
cerned parent, asked. Is total ab¬ 
stinence a realistic approach to a 
teenager'.’" The general answer was very 
del ini I el y "yes." There has to be a line 
drawn somewhere, there has lo be 
limitations, and that limit must be zero. 

A question again arose Irom I he 
crowd, ll was whether or not Soulis 
I bought peer pressure was a cop out. 
Soulis at first seemed stuck for words. 
I hen slated very honestly. "Peer 
pressure is not a cop out. no one wants to 
lx* different." 

Drugs are very prominent in schools 
he said. There's no black lima outside 


Ihese groups Schultz is nn experienced

to enhance the quality of life in Win¬ 
chester. This will require working with 
interested and concerned citizens to 
establish spending priorities. 

It will ultimately be up to the select¬ 
men to lend the townspeople into a 
feeling of togetherness. Tseckares 
believes, and with the experience of 
having worked with people from all 
sections of Winchester during her 10 
years as a Girl Scout leader, she feels 
very qualified lo participate in this. 

Tseckares says she draws her assets 
from many areas. While she believes her 
relationships with residents from dif¬ 
ferent areas of town will help her unify 
Winchester, she credits her experience 
in town government with wlinl she 
describes as her realistic vision of what 
can and should be done in Ihe town and 
the knowledge of how lo begin doing it.

relatively easy walking distance of 
public schools, the whole southern tier of 
neighborhoods would be forced into 
busing or long walks. 

It is perhaps, a geographic inequity 
that is quite unintentionally 
discriminatory. It would be a rather 
fateful move. Once Mystic School is 
closed and the property disposed of. 
there is no turning back, Half of Win¬ 
chester would still have neighborhood 
schools, half would not. The long-range 
impact of such a move has to be an¬ 
ticipated very carefully at this time. 

AH of which raises the second matter, 
which is the timing of next steps. Given 
the present state of plans, with so much 
uncertainty about the usefulness of the 
high school, or Ihe real value of Lincoln 
school (as building and groundsi, any 
closing of Mystic appears to he 
precipitous, an act that would bring on a 
chain ol questionable consequences. 


Mistakes at this time will be very 
costly over the next ten years. Short run 
economies made possible by the closing 
of Mystic school in the next year or two 
might prove to he penny wise and pound 
foolish. 

What is needed is a more patient 
examination of demographic trends in 
Winchester south of Mystic Valley Pkwy, 
a more thorough study of school space 
reshuffling in the town center (McCall, 
Lincoln and the High School), and a 
clearer view of the alternate uses of 
school properties slated for closings, 

The reward of a skillful, well-planned 
transition of educational plant is likely to 
be a combination of much desired 
economy and improved parental con¬ 
fidence. The community cannot afford 
otherwise.

Hoopsters Go On Scoring Blitz 


This week was a tonic for the Sachem 
hoopsters. 

They came into the week bruised from 
their contests against the league’s two 
top teams, with three of their four top 
shooters on the bench and their league 
record standing at 1-3.

Picture Jones. Brown, 
and Smith in a discussion 
about ihe sizes of their re¬ 
spective homes. Jones has 
1500 square feet. Brown, 
1600. and Smith. 1800 . 
Question, which has the 
largest home? 

Figuring slrictly square 
feet, it would seem Smith 
with 1800 has the larger 
residence But before jump¬ 
ing to that conclusion, it's 
necessary to know exactly 
what square footage in¬ 
cludes. If we dig a little 
deeper we find that Smith's 
figure includes his carport, 
because the builder consid¬ 
ered it part of the living 
space! Since the carport 


measures 12' x 24 for a 
total of 288 sq ft the 
actual house living space 
comes to 1512 sq. ft Brown 
has □ patio (included in the 
sq. fl. measurement) that's 
9' x 12'. for a total ol 108sq. 
ft. So his living space 
comes to I492sq. ft Jones’ 
figures ot 1500 is ALL living 
space the area includ¬ 
ed within the rooms of the 
home itself 

So, looking at Ihe situa¬ 
tion from the standpoint ol 
living space. Jones' house 
is a little bigger than 
Brown’s, and only slightly 
smaller than Smith's The 
moral of all this is don 't 
choose a home ONLY on 
ihe basis of square feet 
Find out if it means only liv¬ 
ing space m the home or if 
il includes other outside 
areas.

the A through (»table and get measured 
by the costume ladies — a chore which 
they seemed to relish for some reason. 
With that out of the way, I went over and 
grabbed a seat next to Kathy where we 
chatted with a lew of her friends until it 
was time for the tryouts to begin. 

Christopher Brown and Janice 
Coakley came out and made a few in¬ 
troductory remarks — none of which I 
can recall 

Christopher Brown is the director and 
has been running the Winton cabaret for 
many years. They say he’s in his late 50’s 
and a great-grandfather. It's hard to 
believe. This man has the vim. vigor and 
vitality of a teenager. 

I doubt if his grandchildren ever had 
the problem of “wearing out 'ol Gran¬ 
dpa. - ' He’ll probably run the Boston 
Marathon when lie’s 8<j just for grins. 

Janice Coakley is one of the talent 
chairmen At first sight she reminded 
me of Ann Miller of “Sugar Babes” 
fame, with her striking appearance and 
her clear, bold voice I was just waiting 
for her to break oul into a song and 
dunce. No such luck, though. Maybe 
she’ll perforin in the show. 

Preliminary announcements out of 
the way, it was time for the soloists to try 
out Janice asked if there was anyone 
who’d like to try out lirst. A young lady 
by the name of Adelle immediately 
volunteered and walked up to the stage, 
handing the music director the score on 
the way. 

It must have been absolutely 
terrifying for her. Here she stood at 
center stage-all alone, the first one up. I 
couldn't have don it 

She chose “For Your Eyes Only” as 
her solo, which coincidentally, is the 
song which opens up the show. She sang 
with all the unhindered freedom and 
power of the wind — if there are any 
words which can truly describe a 
beautiful voice. 

If you’ve over heard a Linda Ronstadt 
ballad you have an idea of how a truly 
rich and powerful voice like that can add 
an entirely new dimension to a piece of 
music. When*the angels come down from 
the heavens they’re going to have a hard 
time topping Addle's voice. Needless to 
say. Adelle will be opening the show. 

After Adelle. there were another 
dozen or so soloists, most of whom were 
very good singers. I was amazed there 
were so many talented people in Win¬ 
chester. and they were ordinary people 
from all walks of lire — not “theater 
people. 

Following Ihe soloists, it was time for 
the women to go through several dance 
routines so that Chris and Janice could 
look them over and determine who would 
be best for which numbers. From what 1 
could see. they weren't judging soley on 
the basis of talent, They were trying to 
create a particular look in every 
presentation that meant finding par¬ 
ticular body types or personality rather 
than who are the best dancers. 

They would occasionally isolate a 
dozen or so women to work on a par¬ 
ticular dance. Chris would weave 


himself in and out of the group demon¬ 
strating the particular steps he wanted 
them to do so all of them could see. 11 
would create a little confusion now and 
then when he would inject a little change 
into the routine while they were going 
through it, but the women all seemed to 
lake things in stride because they’ve 
come to expect that out of Chris and they 
love him anyway. I guess it’s all a part of 
his genius — a method to Ihe madness, so 
to speak. 

I was getting a little nervous wat¬ 
ching all this, though. As 1 said. I’ve 
never done any dancing (outside of an 
occasional disco) and these routines 
looked a bit complex to me. When my 
turn came how was I going to fake like I 
knew how to dance? I feared getting 
laughed out of the place. 

My fears only intensified when Chris 
called Ihe men up to go through a few 
routines. Whereas there were a hundred 
or so women going through their steps 
and a few mistakes could be overlooked, 
there were only 10 men trying out. Any 
one of us — like me. for example — who 
hadn’t a clue as to how to dance would 
stand out like a sore thumb. My heart 
continued togopitterpatter. 

Chris had the accompanist play a 
Spanish-sounding tune while he 
demonstrated what appeared to be a 
fairly simple routine. Now it was our 
turn. The piano sounded out with the 
rythmic, Latin beat as I clumsily at¬ 
tempted to go through what had ap¬ 
peared to be so simple just a few 
moments ago. 

1 made a few wrong moves. 1 bumped 
into the guy next to me. 1 got more up¬ 
tight. 1 tried again. I was just starting to 
get the rythym down and I made another 
bad move! 

Being my own worst critic 1 was 
overcome with embarrassment. So 1 
tried to sneak over to the seats where all 
Ihe women were seated and quietly fade 
into obscurity before making my grand 
escape from this embarrassing 
situation. But as I said, there were only 
10 of us out there and Kathy quickly 
noticed that t was slipping out. 

She literally jumped out of her seat, 
ran across the dance floor and grabbed 
me before I sat down and. like a mother 
running out of patience with her errant 
child, took me by the arm and walked me 
right back to the line of men working 
their way through the routine. 

“You’re doing just fine out there, 
Bourland,” she yelled as she walked me 
back, “just relax, have a good time and 
know that it'll all come to you. This is a 
simple routine and if you need help, jusl 
ask!” 

Properly encouraged. I look a deep 
breath, relaxed, put a big smile on my 
face and went through the steps as best I 
could. I still made a few mistakes but it 
was starting to feel a little smoother. 

All of a sudden Chris singled me and 
Ihree other men out and asked us to step 
back while the others did another 
routine. Anxiety struck again. I figured 
we had been summarily rejected as 
lacking in talent, so would we please step

Like those ones 
which leave absolutely no mystery about 
Baryschnikov’s derrierc? Yup. I never 
thought I'd live to see I he day. 

The next night we drove to rehearsal, 
and wouldn't you know the first thing 
they do is call the men up. Chris and 
Janice looked us all over and asked me 
and the three others they had asked to 
step aside last night to step forward. 
They looked us over and wrote 
something down as they made a couple 
of comments to each other. 

Then they asked us to-you expected 
this didn't you’.’ — turn around and stand 
up straight. Donnie, one of the three men 
standing there looked over at me in¬ 
credulously and asked, “What are they 
looking at — our rear ends?" 

'Precisely," 1 replied. “They want 
tall, handsome, slender guys with nice 
tushes.” 1 explained, trying to act like I 
was used to all this, "and how could they 
possibly do any better than us?” I 
jokingly added. 

Chris overheard us and ran over and 
said that yes. they were looking at our 
rear ends because we were going to be 
wearing tights and he didn't want guys 
that didn’t look right. Donnie and 1 were 
at once a little embarrassed and very 
flattered, 

Kathy was right, 1 was picked for the

designed the routines lo he simple 
enough for any rookie like me to do them, 
and yet good enough to entertain a 
crowd. 

Rehearsals are going on now. the 
show is slowly taking shape and we’re all 
having a good time doing things we’ve 
never done. I can't wait for the show to 
begin. One thing for sure. I’ll be back 
next year. too.

The first Cabaret was staged in 1921 
and produced by Ihe lale Marion (Irush. 
The proceeds were only $3(11, a fact lhat 
publicity director Eleanor Fitzgerald 
cited with pride “See how far we’ve 
come!" 

She said the shows are more suc¬ 
cessful every year It snowballs, and 
every year we learn something new ” 

Although most Winchester it os may 
only know the Cabarets as a week of 
relief from the post-holidays blahs, 
Winton Club members prepare for them 
year-round This year, planning lor the 
1984 show will begin on Feb. (5 — the day 
after the final performance of 
“Kaleidoscope.” 

All of the 2(1 committees will he for¬ 
med by Feb. 15, and club members will 
begin to solicit ads from local and 
regional merchants by early May. By 
next January, the club will have put 
together a 2 (H)-pa go program that in¬ 
cludes 900 ads. as they have for I his year. 

But right now. the focus is on lhe show 
itself. Rehearsals are held daily, and 
hammers, saws and sewing machines 
are kept in constant use creating sets, 
scenery and costumes Betty Sorger.

Mystic Will Close

After June, the Mystic School will 
become an empty shell, no longer a school, 
with its pupils and staff sent to the Lincoln 
School. 

With the fear that llu* Proposition 2.5 
tax cap budget squeeze would begin to 
erode the school system’s programs 
up|x>rmosl in their minds. School Commit 
tee members voted 5-1 Tuesday night to 
close the 57-year-old Sytnmes Corner 
school. 

No Lincoln sludenls will he bused out 
of their school to make room lor the 
Mystic pupils, as the School Commit lee 
decided to live with a high Lincoln popula¬ 
tion rather than disrupt the lives of any 
more students. 

The lives of the school administrators 
will he disrupted, however, as the commit 
lee voted (>-() to move the administration 
from Sanborn House as soon as a tenant 
could be found for the school 
headquarters. 

Mystic School parents packed the 
Tuesday night meeting, forcing the School 
Committcec to move from Sanborn House 
to more spacious quarters in the Ambrose 
School auditorium 

The parents sat silently as. one hy-one. 
School Committee members enumerated 
their reasons tor supporting another 
school closing in Winchester. 

Although the acuta I vole was not taken 
until two hours after the meeting started, 
it quickly became clear that committee 
members fell they could not afiord to keep 
six element ary sellouts in town. 

“Over the years, I have looked very 
hard for a way to keep six schools open.” 
said School Committee chairman Roger 
Bauman. “1 fee! very strongly that a 
neighborhood school has a social, intang¬ 
ible benefit 



“But in spile ot these leelings on my 
pail, and alter a lot of soul searching. I 
feel I have to abandon that position in 
order to take a position which has been 
forced upon us.” lie continued 

What wo have hern pushed to by Pro 
position 2.5 is, are there any dollars out 
there that can be used for programs. " said 
Bauman, noting that the projected in 
crease in the school budget next year is 
more than the entire town budget can rise 
miller the '£. 5 legislation 

•There is no alternative but culling the 
budget, and w«> must set priorities.” lie 
continued “It looks inescapable In me 
that if we don't recover dollars Irom clos¬ 
ing a school, we will have to cut program 
dollars for programs needed bv the

Like Bauman, the majority ol the 
School Committee members lelt that they 
would rather have good programs in live 
schools than reduced programs in six 
The sole dissenting vote came from 
member Mary Jean Wry Iman. who said 
she believed that I bore had not been 
enough examination of the possibility ot 
re using Lincoln School, and that she was 
worm'd by the overcrowding that would 
result win'll Mystic pupils moved into 
Lincoln.

Gary Carr Pleads Not Guilty 
To Charge He Killed His Mom

Gary Carr of Forest st, has pleaded 
innocent to first-degree murder, the 
latest charge filed against him in con¬ 
nection with an attack on his 74-year-old 
mother Nov. 27. 

On Wednesday, the Middlesex County 
grand jury indicted the M-yenr-old Can¬ 
on the murder charge lodged a Her his 
mother died Dee, 22 in the inlNisivecare 
unit at Massachusetts General Hospital 

The day after the grand jury in¬ 
dictment. Carr was arraigned in Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court and then returned 
to the Billerica House of Correction 
where lie wails until his murder trial 
begins Feb 10. 

Winchester LI. Andrew Crawford said 
Carr also pleaded innocent Thursday to 
charges of assault and battery by means 
of a dangerous weapon, lie pleaded not 
guilty to all three charges. ” Craw lord 
said He didn’t give a reason because he 
doesn't have to. he only has to enter a 
plea.” 


Superior t mil l .Judge Edith Fine kept 
the bail at $500.00(1 surely or S.'iii.ouo cash 
the amount set m Woburn District 
Court last month Assistant Middlesex 
District Attorney William Kdllewell 
asked Thursday that hail remain the 
same, arguing that Carr made certain 
“admissions" to Winchester police when 
he was held at the Winchester Police 
Station overnight alter the stabbing and 
heating 

“Carr said he wauled to inllicl as 
much pain as tlx* police could imagine, 
but that he didn't want to kill her.'' 
Kell lew ell told Judge Fine. 

Police arrested Carr Nov. 27 alter 
they broke into bis home on Forest st 
ami discovered him and bis mother. G. 
Ellen Carr inside Mrs. Carr had been 
beaten and suffered multiple stab 
wounds In her lace and body, a broken 
forearm and severe lacerations to her 
face and head, according to police 

Police confiscated a telephone, a pair 
ol scissors amt a broken umbrella, all 


covered with blood, a 11 inch knife and a 
cane with the lip removed. 

Two days later. Woburn District 
Court Judge Francis Cullen sent Carr to 
Bridgewater Slate Hospital for tests to 
determine whether he was capable to 
stand trial lor attempted murder and 
assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon the charges issued bclure his 
mother's death 

On Dec 17. Cullen announced in court 
that doctors had determined Carr til to 
stand trial. 

Winchester Detective LI Joseph N 
Perrilaiio said although Carr will tin 
(let go more testing before his trial date 
next month, he will definitely be tried lor 
murder. 

“Tnc psychological evaluation ruled 
him competent to stand trial, lint not 
necessarily responsible at the time ol the 
crime.'’ Pemtnnn explained “He 
(Carr) will also hi* examined by stale 
appointed psychiatrists who will 
evaluate him and the trial will progress 
I non I here “ 


Town’s Values Aren’t Accurate 
Enough—Review Committee

After careful analysis of Winchester's 
recent revaluation, the town's 
Assessment Review Committee reached 
two major conclusions. First, members 
said the town should expect 90 percent ol 
all the assessments to laII within to 
per rent of the fair market values 
Second, the current assessments do not 
meet that goal and something must he 
done about it 

“The eurrenl assessments do not 
meet the criteria of expected aeeuraey.” 
Review Committee chairman John 
France told the Board ol Select men 
Monday in a progress report which will 
lead to recommendations at Spring Tow n 
Meeting 

■■The general method and approach 
seems reasonable, but our committee 
voted (i ll that we should expect 90 |ier- 
cent of the assessed values to fall within 
Hi percent ol the fair market value and 
they don't 

Based on those conclusions. France 
said his committee will either urge Town 
Meeting to authorize a new townwide 
revaluation or make recommendations 
for correcting the mistakes in the 
assessments determined bv I’alien 


Appraisal Associates ol Cortland last 
year 

The committee was formed by Town 
Meeting last spring ill response to the 
outcry against the recent revaluation A 
committee oi in was appointed by Hie 
selectmen and the assessors to in 
vesltgale the assessments and 
assessment practices in town and make 
recommendations toTnwn Meeting 

The Board ol Assessors, vehementIv 
oppnscd the idea ol conducting another 
assessment, arguing that the expense 
would be too high and that the mistakes 
could be worked out

School ’ VrK. school Although the 
little guy whose diaper needs changing

college' until the year 2002. lie will be 
eligible lor nursery school next fall And 
in Winchester. Mini moans deciding 
which school to register him at right 
now 

Four ol Hie six nursery schools in 
town hold iin Open House at the begin¬ 
ning of February one facility, the 
Children s Own School, is already fully 
enrolled lor September, and one. the 
Hart let I Sellout, has been accepting 
registrations since the first of the year. 

10veil the schools having an Open 
House have a limited number of 
openings by the time new* parents visit 
the school because they generally give 
prelerence to children already in the 
school, or siblings ol those children, or 
(amities whove had children in the 
school hot ore. 

St Mary's pre-kindergarten 
program, lor example, has .just 11 
openings lelt. while the Winchester 
Cooperative Nursery has so few 
openings they are considering adding a 
second class of three-year olds to their 
program in the fall, according to their 
parent president Florence Maguire. 

Although the nursery schools stagger 
(hi' night of their Open Houses to give 
parents a chance to compare the 
facilities in each school, enrollment fills 
up so Iasi the night ol the Open House 
thill ;my parents who hesitate until 
they've seen llie other schools, may find 
themselves left out of a program 

Most of the schools, however, 
welcome parent ami child visits even 
before an Open House, and all the school 
ilirectors are happy h> discuss their aims 
am! philosophies with parents. 

Parents will discover that the six 
local nursery schools oiler a wide 
variety ol facilities, (caching methods 
and prices. At some schools, parents are 
relied upon to provide instruction, while 
:it others, professional teachers head Hu* 
classrooms Some schools stress 
leaching social skills, others learning 
skills and one lollows the Monlessori 
method. And prices at llu* schools range 
I mm a low ot $325 to a high oi $1 Ji5ii. 

Winchester Cooperative Nursery 
School's director .Jean Morlensen 
describes I he aim ot liei school “to give 
the children a successful first school 
experience. The emphasis here is on 
play.” she says. T ‘hildren who are three 
and four are learning through play 
rather than through structured ac¬ 
tivity ” 

And a visit to the school, located on 
Main si in Hie Cnitarian Church, con¬ 
firms this approach The brightly IH

Shoppers Retain Taste For Small Stores 


By PAUL VANOSOOL 

When the new and expanded Purity 
Supreme opened a year ago. local food 
merchants were scared lhat the 
supermarket would swallow up their 
business. 

"We cannot compete with them."a 
spokesman lor Continental Cow had 
complained after the new Purity was 
open fora month. 

“There’s no people here." a 
spokesperson for Nelson's Bakery had 
agreed. 

But most merchants now claim the 
customers lured away by the novelty and 
variety of Purity have returned to the 
smaller stores. And some insist that they 
have seen more customers in their shops 
since Purity opened. 

Not every merchant has managed to 
recover the curious customers who 
flocked to investigate the new store in 
town. One store owner noted his business 
was off 20 percent since the Purity 
opening a year ago Jan A. And even 
those whose businesses have rebounded 
say Purity's parking lot can attract 
customers led up with searching for a 
downtown space. 

For the most part, however, the 
merchants’ fears of a year ago were 
never realized. 

"I haven’t seen any change,” said 
Ernest Lynch of Lynch’s Market on 
Washington st. “We have our regular, 
steady trade that likes quality." 


"My business increases day by day." 
said Salvatore Addezio. owner of Salvy's 
Bakery on Main st. "A supermarket 
can't do anything to me. he says, adding 
he doesn't think his customers like the 
junk over there at Purity Supreme." 

"We lost business initially." said 
Jennie Frongillo of Pisces Pantry fish 
markel on Shore rd.. next to where the 
old Purity Supreme was located. "It took 
a while for people to gel used to making 
the longer trip from Purity to here. Hut 
business started growing again alter 
they had been open a lew months. " 

She added that a new prepared foods 
service at Pisces contributed to the 
growth in sales. 

Ralph Carasso. owner of the Con 
tinenlnl Cow. said the introduction ol 
gourmet items at the new Purity might 
have helped his business, which 
specializes in gourmet food 

“Once people got a taste of gourmet 
at Purity, they came in here for a full 
gourmet line." lie said. "And once they 
came in here, they were surprised at the 
range and quality of gourmet foods they 
could get . " 

He used crackers as an example. 
"Purity carries two basic crackers, 
Stonewheat's and Carr's. People came in 
here and say they never realized there 
were this many crackers.” 

C’arasso said he had lost some of his 
fruit and vegetable business to Purity. 
But he also said lhat he is selling more 
fruit baskets and vegetable and fruit 


trays, specialty items which Purity does 
not carry. 

Sam D'Agostino, owner of 
D’Agostino's Deli on Walerfield rd.. 
agreed with Carasso that Purity has had 
a beneficial effect. 

"It's the best thing lhat happens to 
merchants when there's competition." 
he said. "And they’re good competition. 
They make us doa better job." 

D'Agostino said his business has been 
"good" since the new Purity opened 

Not all food merchants ieel positively 
about Purity. Don (ireen. owner of the 
Viking Fisherman on Church st . said his 
business is down 20 |>ereenl because of 
Purity. 

"We have been affected a lot." he 
said. "Although the quality here is good, 
the convenience of Purity stops people 
from coming here." 

He added that his store is farther 
from the town center than Pisces Pan¬ 
try. his principal compel it ion (ireen 
also said that lie can't maintain the low 
prices offered bv Purity 

The small fish merchant may have 
been hurl, but Jack Murphy, a Purity 
Supreme vice-president, feels the fish 
counter has lx»en one of the Inggest 
successes nl the new store 1 le allribules 
this to the "freshness" of Purity’s fish, 
but also to more health-conscious con¬ 
sumers in Winchester and elsewhere 

"There is a movement of people to 
eating more lish." lie said "Our lisli 
markel has had great general ac¬ 


ceptance." 

Some merchants said Purity's 
parking lot has lured away potential 
customers from their stores, which only 
offer on-street parking 

"The big advantage of Purity is their 
parking." said Carasso. "People tell me 
they would come in more, only they 
couldn't get a space to park. " 

"Were always getting complaints 
about parking." said a spokesperson or 
Nelson's Bakery on Mt. Vernon st. "I 
guess Purity's parking situation must 
help them." 

Murphy said Purity Supreme aimed 
at providing a "quality shopping ex¬ 
perience" when it opened the new 
Winchester store last January. The new 
store has more Ilian double the floor 
space of the old one. as well as a 
delicatessen and a bakery and fresh fish 

"The new Purity offei-s a one-stop 
shopping experience with quality 
products and a variety of departments." 
Murphy said. 

When the new store opened, many 
smaller merchants complained that they 
were losing business. They were angered 
at Purity for selling some items at prices 
below wholesale costs. But those com¬ 
plaints have, subsided, and the smaller 
merchants arc now confident that they 
can prosper alongside Purity. 

"There are supermarket customers 
and specially store customers." said 
Continental Cow's Carasso.

Following a presentation last week of 
suggestions for rejuvenating the* 
neglected forest the Board of Selectmen 
appointed Peter Torres of Park ave to 
the Town Forest Committee 

A Mass, certified aibnrisl with 
woodlot management experience 
Torres said his application tor one ol the 
two committee vacancies stemmed from 
a longtime interest in the Brooks 
Parkhurst Forest 

The forest is off West Chnrdon rd 
near the Medtord tine 

Torres' concern tor what he termed 
the '‘deteriorating" condition ol Hu* 
Town Forest inspired similar interest 
from the selectmen w ho vowed to make 
certain the practicing arborist's en¬ 
thusiasm and expertise would not he 
wasted. 

Concern for the health ol the Town 
Forest has also infected several Win

In addition, Torres noted that new 
tree selection to replace Hie current 
mature crop w as important to ensure the 
lores! will remain an asset I» Winchester 
in the coming decades 

Tories acknowledged a successful 
management program in the Town 
Forest would require interest and 
money, hut he said expenditures could he 
limited if specific guidelines were , 
followed 

Trees slated tor pruning should he 
carefully selected so that only inferior 
limbs and tree are removed; only sites 
with optimum soil conditions should he i 
thinned and weeded to allow natural 
reseeding ami improve the habitat for 
wildlife 

Brush and small frees could he 
stacked in discreet piles rather Hum 
removed, and larger culled trees could 
he sold commercially as firewood. 

Torres said although many areas in ‘ 
the forest did not appear to have 
received care for awhile, he was sure the 
condition ot the oaks, hemlocks and 
other town trees is tar from hopeless 

"The Town Forest interests me a 
great deal." Tories told the board "It's 
a little discouraging to the present 
condition ol Hu* forest, hut 1 have some 
ideas of what l Hunk should goon there." 

The selectmen unanimously ap¬

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Resident Receives $176,000 Foundation Prize 




Dr. Mark Steven Wrighton once told a 
reporter that “to he really successful, 
you have to be near the best in your field 
in your age group ” 

By (hal definition. Wrighton can 
begin to consider himself a success. Lasl 
week, the 33-year-old Lakeview rd 
resident’s polential to be Ihe best was 
recognized when he was named the 
recipient of a $170,000 MacArthur 
Foundation prize 

The award is more a recognition of 
Wrighton's talents than a grant to help 
out on one of his projects Unlike mosl 
research grants, the MacArthur prize is 



not tied lo any project. Instead, it is 
intended to allow Wrighton lo follow his 
creative instinct without fear of 
economic pressure. 

Wrighton, who as the holder of the 
Frederick G. Keyes professorship at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology is 
one of the youngest persons lo hold a 
named chair at that school, is knowm for 
his work on solar energy. 

A major project of Wrighton’s MIT 
lab, where he directs 25 chemists and 
physicists, is a project to use solar power 
lo convert water lo hydrogen and 
oxygen. The hydrogen could then be used 




as a tuel, replacing gasoline or natural 
gas. 

Wrighton will receive his MacArthur 
prize over the next five years He was 
one of 20 people aided this year by Ihe 
foundation, begun by insurance tycoon 
John D MacArthur. 

Candidates are chosen by up lo too 
anonymous nominators from across the 
country. 

Wrighton is the author and co-author 
of more than 130 articles published in 
professional and scholarly journals 

He graduated with honors in 
chemistry from Florida State Univer¬ 


sity. where he received Ihe Monsanto 
Chemistry Award. He has also been 
awarded an Alfred R Sloan Research 
Foundation grant and a Dreyfus 
Teacher-Scholar grant from 1975-1980. 

He came to MIT in 1972 as an 
assistant professor of chemistry, was 
appointed an associated professor in 1976 
and a professor in 1977 

He has been w'orking on his 
pholorhotnienl solar cells for seven 
years, and expects to pul another decade 
of research into the project 

He and his wife. Deborah, are the 
parents of two children

Winchester has hit the slate and 
federal governments with several recent 
requests to pay for public works projects 
in tow’n. 

If the applications are approved, 
Winchester could draw water from a 
proposed new w’ater tower in Stoneham, 
clean and cement-line present water 
pipes and modernize its sewer system 

The Board of Selectmen last week 
unanimously approved an application 
requesting both governments to pay for 
90 percent of the estimated $65,000 cost ol 
a design contract for the town’s 10-year 
sewer improvement program 

The previous week, the selectmen 
approved an application asking the slate 
to fund half the $630,000 the town plans to 
spend to clean and line water pipes over 
the next live years. 

The selectmen also requested slate 
funding to connect Winchester lo Bear 
Hill, a planned water facility the state 
Metropolitan District Commission 
< MDC» will build in the future. 

Although town officials have not yet 
decided whether they even want lo 
connect Winchester lo Bear Hill, the 
binding requests had to he submitted last 
week to meet application deadlines. 

Last year, a five-memlier town 
committee unanimously recommended 
that Winchester consider joining the 
Bear Hill project While Ihe final 
decision has not yet been made, town 
officials wanted to make sure they would 
not lose out on the chance lo receive state 
funding if it is needed later. 

The 10-year sewer program is much 
more concrete than the plans for Bear 
Hill as Ihe town is now in its fifth year of 
an extensive sewer improvement 
project. 

A four-year study identifying 
problems in the town s outdated sewer 
system was recently completed by Ihe 
consulting firm of Coffin and ltichard 
son 

The town is now readv to design a 


plan incorporating those results winch 
will replace worn-out pipes and build 
new ones. If both state and federal 
governments approve Ihe recent ap¬ 
plication. Winchester will pay 10 percent 
of the price of the design contract with 
the stale paying lf> percent and the 
federal government picking up the 
remaining 75 percent. Last November. 
Town Meeting appropriated money to 
cover the town's share of Ihe contract 
cost. 

“/Ml the studies on the sewer system 
have lieen completed and we are now in 
phase II of the sewer program which is 
the design.” Town Manager Thomas 
Groux said 

The request for money to fund half the 
$639,000 cost of Winchester's five-year 
water pipe cleaning, lining and 
rehabilitation project takes advantage of 
recent state legislation. 

“When we began the project <in 1980) 
there was no stale program available to 
assist towns but funds were appropriated 
by the legislature.” Groux explained 
“So when the legislature finally ap¬ 
proved a bill to pay part of the costs of 
projects like these, we immediately 
applied for 50 percent of the amount we 
had spen I 

In 1980. Town Meeting appropriated 
$282,900 to clean and cement line the 
town's water pipes for the next two 
years. Winchester spent $270,000 out of 
that amount during 1981 and 1982 and 
added the remaining $12,000 lo the 
$117,000 Town Meeting appropriated for 
the latter fiscal year. 

The recent state application was to 
reimburse the town for half ol the $13,000 
spent during Die present fiscal year as 
well as pay for hall Ihe cleaning and 
lining costs over the next four years. 

“The town Is really benefit ling from 
having plans all ready to go with im¬ 
mediate applications in to the state.” 
Groux noted. •It'll be saving the town 
quite a bit of money on projects that are 
important for the town."

Old Colony Bank 
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School Supt. Vows To Fight For New Programs 


H> DAVK I.KECO 

School Sup! William MacDonald has 
begun his defense of the new programs 
he said he will “go lo the wall lor" to 
fund at Town Meeting. 

MacDonald told the School Com¬ 
mittee Thursday night that he hopes to 
capture enough budget money lo in¬ 
troduce eight new programs to the 
Winchester school system next year, 
despite the fact they will add $90,000 to a 
rapidly escalating school budget 

That budget is projected lo rise by 
$7Hi.nttO over this year’s spending level, 
and more than Si million over the budget 
approved at Town Meeting a year ago 

"These are programs that needed lo 
be added or expanded," said Mac¬ 
Donald. “They have stood the lest of 
time as far as the professional staff is 
concerned, and they will be tested by the 
School Committee and. eventually, the 
total community 

"I don't expect every one of these 
additions to meet with the town’s favor." 
added MacDonald "But every one has 
my strong endorsement, and ihe strong 
endorsement of most of the principals." 

MacDonald's wish list of new 
programs and additions lo current 
programs covers all the levels of Win¬ 
chester's schools from the creation of 
a new. all-dav kindergarten class to 
more Knglish teachers at Ihe high 
school. 

The junior high would pick up 
teachers to run small, intensive courses 
, in Knglish. math and science, a late bus. 
an art program lor gifted students, and a 
new computer if MacDonald's wishes 
coine true. 

An audio-visual technician, more 
money for equipment, and another 
teacher for Ihe school system's Drug and 
Alcohol Program round out the list 

MacDonald introduced the new 
programs during Ihe School Com¬ 
mittee's first budget meeting held since 
the proposed budget was released a week 
ago. 

For the most part, committee 
members declined to comment on the 
budget they will be getting their shots 
at the figures as MacDonald goes over 
the specific budget elements during the 
next month 

The School Committee will begin by ex¬ 
amining Ihe proposal for an all-dav 
kindergarten at next Tuesday’s meeting 

“This is the hrst year since 
Proposition 2.5 (lax cap» that we went 
out and aggressively tried lo put new 
things in." said MacDonald. 

The largest program will involve 
instituting an all-dav kindergarten, as 
opposed to the hall-day classes now 
offered a( the schools. 

"We paused when we realized what 
the cost would be." noted MacDonald 
“But when we looked into it, we found 
there were few school systems who 
aren’t doing i( (running an all-day 
kindergarten i.” 

MacDonald said that “before we 
plunge in" loan all-day kindergarten, he 
thought it would he a good idea to "pilot " 
the program with one all-day kin 
dergarten class 

"Thai way we can work out the kinks 
with a small group." he said. "And we 
can see if the parents want it or not “ 


The cost for running the pilot 
program. MacDonald said, would be 
$ 20,000 for next year, with that money 
made up of $13,850 for a teacher. $1,500 
for an additional lunchroom supervisor. 
S3.00U for materials and S!.050 to run 
workshop programs. 

If the all-day kindergarten is adopted 
system wide, MacDonald responded ton 
question from School Committee 
member Mary Jean Weylman. it would 
cost $81.000 a year. 

The second program addition. 
MacDonald said, would be an increase in 
the Knglish Dept staff at Winchester 
High School by two-thirds ol a teaching 
position at a cost of $ 18 , 000 . 

"It will come as no surprise that we 
have heard the importance of a greater 
overall ratio of Knglish tea eh el's to 
students." said MacDonald, "especially 
if the teachers are expected to s|x*nd a 
lot of time writing, correcting, and 
work ing w Sn l he s t uden ts. ’ ’ 

MacDonald noted that the depart 
merit's goal is to have one Knglish 
teacher for every tun students, resulting 
in a classroom student-teacher ratio of 
21.6 students. Currently, he said, there 
are 1(18 students for each teacher, and 
the proposed increase would bring that 
margin down to 102 students for each 
teacher 

The next new program, said Mac¬ 
Donald, would he the creation n| “small 
group instruction" classes at McCall 
Junior High, at a cost of $]6.f»no for two- 
thirds of a teacher. 

The small group classes would allow 
a teacher to spend extra time on Knglish. 
math and science with students who 
require more guidance than normal. 
MacDonald said 

"The target population is. how shall I 
say it. not our Rhodes scholars." said 
MacDonald "The kids are very capable, 
but they lack motivation and self- 


discipline and require extra attention. At 
the high school, we have established 
very successful small-group programs 
such as CUF and AID. but not at McCall. 

MacDonald also pointed out (hat he 
had increased the spending for school 
materials by $23,581 for next year 

"One thing every one of our prin¬ 
cipals sit id is that since the financial 
crunch, our equipment is in horrible 
shape." said MacDonald. "We have 
things that don’t work that we don't have 
the money In repair, and things that 
don’t work that we don I have the money 
to replace " 

MacDonald then advocated putting 


one item cut in the financial crunch back 
into the school budget — the late bus. 
which would cost $5,700. 

"I think I’m the only supporter of the 
late bus. but 1 feel the cost is realistic." 

“The target population is the kids at 
McCall." he said. “We offer activities 
after school such as organizations and 
intermurals, but we do not provide that 
opportunity to kids whose parents don’t 
have cars or who live far away." 

The junior high school would get one 
more new program if MacDonald has his 
way. the continuation of a DeCordova 
Museum-sponsored project that allows 
gifted junior high art students to work 


with local artists 

The project was paid for this year by 
a $3,000 grant, but MacDonald said “we 
do not expect to have that mnnev again 

The junior high would also get one 
more Apple computer, with the 
elementary school picking up three more 
Apples and the high school getting 
modifications to its word processing 
equipment, all at a cost of $14,000. said 
MacDonald 

Finally, an audio-visual aide would h v 
added to Ihe staff to allow the schools 
audio-visual technician to spend more 
time repairing equipment, and to give 
time to cable television production 


"Wo couldn't put in pari of a person 
for cable television alone." said Mac 
Donald, hut when we looked at our 
equipment problem, we thought we 
found a good answer to getting both 
To make up in part for Ihe Stio.noa 
worth ol new programs and additions 
MacDonald said, "as we went through 
the hudgols. we squeezed to make 
savings." 

But when Finance Committee vice 
chairman Daniel t’iotti asked whether 
MacDonald could identify specific 
savings, tin* superintendent answered 
il you ask me In piek out specific things, 
no 


Winchester’s School Budget Increase Of $1 Million For Eight 
New Programs Is Hefty — No Matter How You Slice It 


No matter how you look at it. the in¬ 
crease in next year’s school budget is 
helly. 

School Supt William MacDonald has 
several ways of looking at that increase, 
however. Although the budget shows an in¬ 
crease ol over $1 million from the budget 
approver! last year at Town Mec ng. Mac 
Donald prefers to think of the rise as 
S833.894 above this year's actual spending 

MacDonald l>egatt his presentation by 
trying to soften the impact of a budget 
winch he experts lo rise over the $10 
million mark lor the first time, and by 
more than SI million over the budget 
passed by Town Meeting last year 

The superintendent explained that 
although the schools portion of next 
year’s school department budget (which 
includes all school spending except 
athletics, the school lunch program anil

(he cost ot opening schools for elections 
and Town Meeting) would increase 
$1,059,979 over the budget approved at 
last year's Spring Town Meeting, the 
actual increase in spending is much less. 

The budget passed at Town Meeting 
last spring did not include the teacher 
raises approved at the Fall Town 
Meeting, raises which added $370,485 to 
the budget. 

With that figured in. said MacDonald. 
Ihe increase in this year’s schools por¬ 
tion ol the budget is only $883,494. from 
$9,582,878 to the $10,246,389. The total 
budget increase then is $718,580 from 
$9,770,815 to $10,487,195. 

Furthermore. MacDonald said. 
$49,800 was spent (his year for now 
computers, but from the capital budget 
rather Ilian I he school budget Next year, 
he continued, the $14,900 budgeted lor 


computers is in I he school buugel 

So if this year's computer spending is 
added into Ihe school budget. MacDonald 
claimed, the total increase in spending is 
only$833,894. ora 8.8 percent increase 
"I think using (hat increase figure 
gives us a much more realistic com 
parison between budgets," said Mac¬ 
Donald. 

Of course. MacDonald could have 
continued to play with the budget 
figures, adding in io next year s budget 
the expected raise in principals', 
custodians' and secretaries' salaries to 
heighten the increase over this year 
MacDonald estimated that for every 
one percent salary increase granted to 
the three groups in the current 
negotiations, next year's school budget 
would increase$12.5(10. Most town unions 
received a seven percent increase last 


year, and if that holds true, next year’s 
$10,487,195 school budget will have 
$87,500 tacked on 

Bui however you figure the increases, 
the new programs outlined by Mae 
Donald make up only a fraction of Ihe 
school budget increase MacDonald 
pointed out that most ot the rise is due to 
inflated salaries iwhich increased an 
average ol seven percent this year, with 
Ihe average teacher salary jumping to 
$27.5001 and the cost of materials mp 
nine percent, according to MacDonald» 

Contractual requirements, such as 
mandatory sabbaticals which add 
$138,000 to next year's budget, also 
caused a large part of Ihe budget rise. 
MacDonald said 

But despite those pressures. Mae 
Donald tell he must pul in some new 
programs tor next year

Protect your home by starting where the bur¬ 
glars usually start-outside. 

Landscaping 

Look around Are there large trees near the 
house? Prune lower limbs that could help a 
thief climb in second floor windows. Don't for¬ 
get to trim trees and bushes so doors and 
windows are visible to neighbors. Think twice 
about installing high wooden fences- 
criminals can slip in and work unobserved 
with little fear of being caught. 

Remember to lock up ladders and tools. Ask 
your neighbors to do the same. Trellises look 
qreat, but place them where they can't be 
used as ladders to second floor windows 


Lighting 

Criminals avoid the spotlight. Porches, yards, 
and all entrances to your home and garage 
should be well lighted. Check with your police 
or sheriff s department for suggestions about 
lighting. A spotlight may be best for your 
needs but other kinds of lights can work as 
well at lesser cost. 

Your House Number 

Make sure law enforcement or fire agencies 
can locate your house in an emergency: your 
house number should be clearly visible from 
the street - day and night. Use numbers made 
of reflective materials that are 6 inches high or 
black numerals against a white background. 
Avoid script letters for the number - they can 
be confusing If your house is some distance 
from the road, post the number at the drive¬ 
way entrance. If you live on a corner, make 
sure the number faces the street named in 
your address. 


Doors 


Windows 


Windows are another obvious target. Keep 
them locked-basement and second floor 
windows, too. 

Double Hung Windows 

Most standard windows have a small thumb- 
turn lock in the center. Don’t rely on these 
locks alone They can be pried open, or easily 
reached through a broken pane. 

You can buy special key locks for windows at 
a hardware store Ask for locks best suited to 
your type of windows and instructions for 
installing them Keep the keys away from the 
windows, but make sure everyone in the 
house knows where to find them in case of 
emergency Be sure to check with your local 
law enforcement agency or housing officials 
to see if there are any restrictions on installa¬ 
tion of these locks 


Don’t forget - victims report that as many as 
half of all burglaries take place without forced 
entry. In many cases, the burglar used a key. 
Be sure your keys don’t fall into the wrong 
hands: 


TAKE A BITE OUT OF 


You wouldn’t put a padlock on a paper chain... 
so, don’t put good locks on a hollow wooden 
door. If the door is flimsy and weak, or doesn't 
fit securely into the frame, locks won't help. 

Hinged Doors 

Entry doors should be solid core wood (at 
least 1% inches thick) or metal. Most hollow 
core doors can be easily broken through. 

They offer little protection, no matter what 
locks you use. 

Your door should fit its frame tightly-with no 
more than a Vs-inch clearance between the 
door and frame. Too big a gap? Replace the 
door. If that's too expensive, bolt a sturdy 
metal strip to the door edge. You boost your 
protection-and save energy, too. Any hard¬ 
ware dealer can show you the kind of strip 
to use. 


Hinges 

Most door hinges are on the inside, safe from 
a burglar s tools. If hinges are on the outside, 
it's not hard to remove the hinge pins and take 
the door out of the frame. To protect such 
doors: 

1 Replace hinges with new ones that have 
non-removable pins. 

2. Adjust existing hinges. Remove the middle 
screw on each hinge plate, and insert a 
metal pin or headless screw on one side 
When the door is closed, the end of the pm 
will fit into the opposite hole. That way, 
even if hinge pins are removed, the door 
will be "bolted" to the frame. 

Doors with decorative glass panels or win¬ 
dows are an easy mark. It takes only seconds 
to break the glass and unlock the door. If you 
don’t want to replace the door, install a break- 
resistant plastic panel or decorative grille over 
the glass. Attach the grilles with special non¬ 
removable screws. 

Sliding Glass Doors 

Burglars look for sliding glass doors because 
they are easy to open. Several types of locks 
are made especially for sliding glass doors. 

Or bolster the existing lock by placing a solid 
strip of wood or a broom handle in the track of 
the closed door. That helps block the door 
even if the lock is jimmied.

Locks 


Chances are your locks were installed with 
economy - not security - in mind. Most 
houses and apartments have inexpensive 
key-in-knob locks. They are easy to slip open 
with a credit card or break open with a screw¬ 
driver. Night latches mounted on the surface 
of your door aren't much help. And don’t rely 
on a chain lock - even one with a key. An 
average man pushing against them can easily 
break most chain locks. 


Deadbolt Lock 

A deadbolt lock can provide good protection. 
When you turn the key, the lock mechanism 
slides a strong metal bolt from the door into 
the frame. 

When you buy a deadbolt lock, make sure: 

• The bolt extends at least 1 inch from the 
edge of the door (has a 1 inch throw"). 

• The connecting screws that hold the lock 
together are on the inside of the door. 

• The strike plate is attached to the door 
frame with screws that measure at least 3 
inches 

• The cylinder has a steel guard - a ring 
around the key section. The cylinder guard 
should be tapered or rotate around the key 
section (if twisted) to prevent wrenching. 

Police Lock 

A police lock works well on rear and base¬ 
ment entrances and in apartments It is a 
metal bar bracketed against the inside of the 
door at an angle, which slides into a small 
hole on the floor. It prevents an intruder from 
jimmying the lock or kicking in the door 

Check with your local police or sheriff to see if 
they can provide tips on the right locks for 
your doors. 


Padlock 

Padlocks are typically used for garages, 
sheds, and workshops. Look for sturdy pad¬ 
locks that don I release the key until the pad¬ 
lock is locked. Be sure the padlock is in a 
rugged laminated case with a 3 6-inch shackle 
so it can resist repeated smashings. A double 
locking design can prevent Ihe shackle being 
pried away from its case. Remember that a 
padlock is only as good as the hasp it is 
mounted on. The hasp should be secured 
with bolts and mounted on a metal plate. Be 
sure bolts are concealed when Ihe padlock 
is locked. 

Remember, always use your locks. Even a 5- 
mmute trip to the store is long enough for a 
burglar to enter your home 


Security Alarms 

Do you keep extremely valuable property in 
your home 7 Do you live in an isolated area? 
Or do you want more protection? These are 
reasons to consider investing in a burglar 
alarm system. Alarm systems range in 
expense and - depending on quality and 
capability - can go as high as several thou¬ 
sand dollars. Sometimes there is a monthly 
maintenance charge 


Several types of systems are available: 

Local Alarm 

This alarm rings a bell and/or flashes lights if 
an intruder enters your home. Tell neighbors 
when you install this type of alarm so they'll 
know to call police when the alarm sounds. 

Central Station or Silent Alarm 

This alarm rings at another location: at the 
police station or a security company. Buddy 
buzzer alarms sound at the home of a friend 
or neighbor. 


Operation 

Identification 

Most burglars sell what they steal, making it 
hard for police to trace stolen goods. Once 
it’s left your home, your TV or bicycle looks 
just like thousands of others Unless you 
can prove it s yours, police can I return it. 

To help protect your property, join Operation 
Identification. 

Here's how 

Borrow an electric engraving pen from your 
local law enlorcement agency, or buy an inex¬ 
pensive diamond-lipped marking pen from 
hardware or department stores. Check with 
your local police or sheriff to learn the identifi¬ 
cation number recommended by authorities in 
your state Then engrave this number on all 
valuable possessions Mark TVs, radios, 
stereos, typewriters, golf clubs, appliances, 
tools - any portable item that might be stolen. 
Photograph unmarkable items such as china, 
silver, or jewelry. 


Finally, let burglars know your goods are 
marked and can be traced. Put Operation 
Identification stickeis (available from many 
local law enforcement agencies) on your front 
window, front door or on any other clearly vis¬ 
ible location. Just be sure that you marked 
your property before placing the stickers.

Five-Day Drug And Alcohol Program For Jr., High Schoolers To Begin Monday 

Ex-Addicts, Professionals, Students To Talk 


Winchester High School and McCall 
Junior High students will get a chance to 
learn what drugs and alcohol can do to 
them physically and legally next week. 
Drug and Alcohol Education Awareness 
Week at the schools. 

Tom Walsh, who helps run the 
school’s Drug and Alcohol Program, 
noted that this year, the Jan. 31 to Feb. A 
program had been expanded to included 
junior high students, and to stress the 
legal ramifications of drinking and 
abusing drugs. 

The biggest change is in bringing the 
round of courses taught through peer 
teachers, lectures and films to the junior 
high level, in the hopes that kids can be 
warned before they face drugs. 

The Speaker's Day fur the program 
has also been expanded, with a group of 
H lawyers, counsellors, physicians, 
former drug addicts and alcoholics 
leading small discussion groups on 
Wednesday. Feb. 2. 

"We've really got a high-powered 
group of speakers this lime," said Walsh. 
"Former alcoholics, police, a paraplegic 
who was involved in an accident where 
the driver was drunk. 

One of the things those speakers will 
emphasize, Walsh noted, was the con¬ 
sequences of drinking or abusing drugs. 

"We d like to expose the ninth and 
tenth graders to the physical effects of 
abuse, and the eleventh and twelfth 
graders to the legal effects." said Walsh. 

For the past few years, the program 
has stressed the physical effects, and 
that will continue this year with lectures 
from physicians and former addicts. 

"We'll have Tom Sargent and Kevin 
Mooney, two counsellors assigned to the 
Woburn Courts in the driving-under 
program." said Walsh. "They talked to 
the peer teachers in November, and for 
two hours the kids were fascinated. They 
took a break after an hour, but they 
couldn't get away from the kids. 

"They (old true-to-life stories, such as 
one about a 13-year-old girl they were 
treating who was a confirmed alcoholic," 
said Walsh. "What could the kids say 
when someone younger than them was an 
alcoholic? You could have heard a pin 
drop. 

This year, said Walsh, the program’s 
organizers also want "to have a heavy 
emphasis on law. That’s always been n 
major weakness of the program, and this 
year we put a lot of effort into shoring it 
up. 

"We'll have people like Concord 
Magistrate Charles Pereniek who will 
tell the kids what’s likely to happen to 
them if they are arrested for drunken 
driving, or possession or having a fau.e 
ID," said Walsh. 

"We’ll talk about what the drug laws 
can do to you — things like you can’t get 
federal employment, or have your 
records sealed." 

To get the message to the entire 
community and not just the students, 
Walsh added, parents and residents are 
invited to attend the Wednesday session. 

The students' program will go on for 
five days, with attendance of the 10th 
graders bei ng m a na da lory. 

The junior high program is being 
offered this year for the very first time. 
The concept of the program is quite 
similar to that of the former tenth grade 
curriculum. For five consecutive days 
the eighth grade students will find

themselves involved in a potpourri of 
educational activities designed to 
acquaint them with the facts about 
alcohol and drugs. 

The high school students who will 
serve as peer teachers will also spend 
some time discussing the subject of peer 
pressure and the role it might play in 
their lives and how to avoid getting in¬ 


volved in circumstances without 
knowledge and consent of responsibility. 

The staff of tin? Drug and Alcohol 
Education Program (Joseph Can til Inn. 
Carla Saunders. Margaret Sullivan, and 
Thomas Walsh) feels confident that these 
program changes will provide the 
students with not only more fuels about 
alcohol and drugs but a belter un¬ 


derstanding ot themselves and the 
society they live in. 

This year, they noted, they have tried 
to provide a program that addresses 
virtually every student in grades 8 
through 12.

Some people feel a great 
all.irhnient toward old clothing, 
1 have found. 

These are the folks who've 
worn the same hat through 20 
winters, the same sturdy boots 
since their tour of duty in the 
South Pacific. 

My husband, at 25, still has his 
high school football sweater, 
though the "Dave” part and the 
"Co-Captian” part make him a 
hide shy about wearing it these 
days.

1 have a friend who introduced 
me the other day to a pair of 
leal her knickers that she’s owned 
for Hi years.

In fact, she’s 
never washed them in all this 
time, and I can understand why: 
it wouldn’t do. afterall, to tell an 
old friend that he needed 
washing. 

My mom had this one suit she 
set great store by and wore all the 
time. It wasn’t because it was old 
Ihiil she liked it so well. What it 
was for her. is it was dependable. 
It was a no-nonsense tweed; she 
called it her fightin’ suit, And 
when she had to really roll up her 
sleeves and get people moving, 
she’d put it on and gooff to work. 
It seemed to know that she meant 
business, and it helped her say as 
much to the world. 

Evidently, people derive great 
comfort from the tried-and-true 
garmenl — the trousers that 
stand by you when you've 


offended everyone else; the only 
sweater that mutely wraps you in 
its homely warm embrace — 
without mentioning what a 
tiresome and contemptible wind¬ 
bag you are at times. 

I can see why people get at¬ 
tached to articles of clothing — 
though 1 personlly stopped saving 
them when 1 was 4 or 5. 

At that point I recall being 
overtaken by waves of nostalgia. 
I knew 1 was no longer a baby 
then, and with the knowledge 
dawned a certain sadness. 

I took one of my little dresses 
— a blue doited swiss it was, with 
a long full sash — and I put it on 
my stuffed dog Pinky. 

She wears it still, Pinky does, 
on the top shelf of the bookcase, 
in the third-floor playroom of the 
house where I grew up — a silent 
monument to Baby Boom 
infancy, a patient testimony to 
the Howdy Doody years. 

Beyond Pinkv's dress, though, 
I am largely without vintage 
garments. Nothing hangs now in 
my closet that hung there Id 
years earlier. 

I wear clothes hard, for one 
reason. I rip them, and spill stuff 
on them, and even doodle absent- 
mindedly on them on days when 
columns are slow to incubate. 

And I entertain a certain 
dread of hanging on to older duds, 
if the truth be known. 

I fear an antiquated look, 
perhaps. If I kept the sweater and 
slacks worn in the early Sixties, 
wouldn't I be in danger of 
resembling Mary Tyler Moore in 
her days as the wife on the Dick 
Van Dyke Show — bouffant 
hairdo, headbands and all? 


You see people like this occa¬ 
sionally. They appear to have 
stepped out of a time capsule. 
They look, except for the general

— in the identical style of 
clothing, I mean. 

It’s not that I fear looking 
dated though. It goes deeper than 
that, I think. 

I want to avoid sameness. 
Wearing the same dress for 20 
years may lead to wearing the 
same outlook. 

I don’t pretend to be a person 
without certain fixed prejudices. 
Playing bridge, for example, has 
always seemed a barren source 
of amusement to me; it’s one of 
my favorite prejudices, and I 
can't imagine ever wanting to 
trade it in.

Just because I’ve held an idea

Review Of 1982 Shows Progress 
At Town And State Level

Three weeks into the 1982 ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, rumbles 
ol protest are still echoing about 
the auctions and performance of 
its members during the recently 
Concluded lame duck session of 
the Great and General Court. 

After completing my fourth 
term at the end of I he controver¬ 
sial session. I am more convinc¬ 
ed than ever that the lime has 
come to restrict not only the dai¬ 
ly operating hours, but the length 
of future legislative sessions. 

1 have always felt that the 
legislature could complete its 
work in a few months a year — no 
more than six. In the state of 
I ’lnrida. where the budget is $10 
billion, considerably higher than 
the $ii.7 billion we have to act 
upon, the legislature convenes for 
no longer than 90 days. 

Limited sessions would 
eliminate grandstanding during 
campaign periods, wheeling and 
dealing to gain votes from special 
interests, and poorly conceived 
bills that are voted on during 
marathon sessions when 
leg dolors have reached the point 
of exhaustion. 

One difficulty with the limited 
sessions would be the thousands 
o! lulls generated by petition. 
Massachusetts is unique in that it 
gi .' ills the right of free petition to 
any citizen who desires to pul a 
bill before us Each of these must 
be given a public hearing which 
consumes hours of time, even 
though many of them have not 
the slightest chance of passage. 

I suggest that such bills should 
be allowed every other year in 
order to expedite the budgetary 
process and avoid chronic 
periods of financial crisis when 
the state faces payless pay days 


without emergency legislation. 

Certainly the costs of govern¬ 
ment could be much less if we 
limited sessions. There is a small 
army of support personnel at the 
State House that would nol be 
necessary 12 months a year even 
though the constituency work of 
elected officials would continue 
on a year-round basis. Salaries 
could be commensurate with the 
time and effort required and Hie 
legislature would attract more in¬ 
dividuals with business and pro¬ 
fessional capabilities who do not 
wish to make politics a lifetime 
occupation. 

Despite the furor that sur¬ 
rounded the lame duck session of 
the ’82 Legislature, its ac¬ 
complishments were con¬ 
siderable and much of its work 
will be of significant benefit. 
Among the noteworthy laws were 
the drunk driving bill, capital 
punishment for specified heinous 
crimes, increased penalties for 
persons involved in child por¬ 
nography and reform of the 
public disability pension system. 

Local aid increased lo a record- 
high $2.25 billion and aid to the 
stale's higher education system 
to a record $415 million. Other 
measures to be praised were the 
modernization of state bunking 
laws, an extension of the three 
percent investment credit until 
1985. the hospital costs contain¬ 
ment bill and the creation of a 
stale convention center authority 
to provide increased facilities in 
Boston to support the city's 
burgeoning hotel industry. 

The year of ’82 was a produc¬ 
tive one for Winchester. A 
$ 221 , 001 ) economic development 
grant enabled us to begin on our 
downtown revitalization effort. A 


slate grant of $2 million funded 
the purchase of the railroad depot 
in the center, and the adjacent lol 
on Waterfield Road for offsfreet 
parking. 

Work on a $1 million bridge for 
Swanton st. started in April but 
was bought to a halt at my re¬ 
quest in favor of constructing a 
new road, when I learned that the 
B tk M Railroad was planning to 
petition lo abandon freight ser¬ 
vice on the Woburn Loop. By 
eliminating the bridge we saved 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in unnecessary construction 
costs. 

The town received a record 
amount of Chapter 90 funding for 
the resurfacing of streets and still 
has a sizable amount to do addi¬ 
tional work. A $94,000 grant was 
also received by the town for 
rehabilitation, leak detection and 
pipe relining of the water system. 

I would characterize 1982 as the 
year when Winchester began ma¬ 
jor efforts to improve and 
revitalize the town with the 
assistance of the greatest amount 
of state funding ever provided us. 

Nevertheless. I urge public 
support of future efforts to limit 
legislative sessions. Citizens for 
Limited Taxation have already 
started a drive to get such a pro¬ 
posal on the ballot. In the House, 
we have already initiated some 
reforms such as restricting daily 
working hours to between It) a.m. 
and 11) p.m. and requiring the 
printing of a daily calendar so we 
will be prepared in advance to 
discuss proposed legislation. 

But major reform comes about 
as a result of public action and I 
am confident that action will be 
forthcoming.

275. how did they seat 440 students during 
the height of the baby boom?

T.J. Anderson 

Tells Of life 
Through His Music

COMPOSER — Dr. T.J. Anderson of 
Grove st. Is Winchester’s composer 
in residence. Anderson combines his 
musical talents to produce 
internationally-acclaimed musical 
dramas which tell stories of racism, 
idealism, despair and hope. While 
Anderson primarily communicates 
those themes through black music, 
he feels his dramas represent all 
human feelings — not only those felt 
by blacks. Anderson's musical pro¬ 
wess has been sought by groups 
throughout the United States and In 
other countries. In addition to chair¬ 
ing the music department at Tufts 
University, Anderson is currently 
perfecting his latest drama “Minstrel 
Show" which will be performed at 
Tufts In April.

There is a rhythm to a com¬ 
poser’s life. Memorable events 
are accented; creative periods 
have a rushing excitement; the 
years of preparation stretch slow¬ 
ly. A musician responds quickest 
to those ideas that seize his 
imagination and marks time with 
the rest. 

Composer T. J. Anderson of 
Grove st., Fletcher Professor of 
Music at Tufts University, is 
seized with the idea of expressing 
the black experience in America 
through his music. 

“Black music is one of the 
most ennobling expressions you 
can find,” Dr. Anderson says. “It 
is never a source of retaliation or 
vindictiveness; there is always 
an element of hope in black 
music. 

“That is the phenomenal 
aspect of it," he emphasizes. “It 
moves out of despair to some¬ 
thing positive.” 

It is necessary for an artist to 
be able to communicate his 
excitement and insights honestly 
and to be understood. For a musi¬ 
cian to be able to live by his ideas 
and support himself by them is a 
rare source of deep satisfaction. 

Dr. Anderson is one of the for¬ 
tunate men who has been com¬ 
missioned to develop his ideas. 
His creative prowess has been 
sought by the National Endow¬ 
ment of the Arts in celebration of 
the Bicentennial of America, the 
Berkshire music Center and the 
Fromm Foundation. 

Those commissioned works 
have been performed throughout 
the United Slates. Now reaching 
the midpoint of his fifth decade. 
Dr. Anderson is an internation¬ 
ally recognized composer who 
has lectured on music in the 
United Stales and Switzerland 
and who visited Brazil in 197(1 at 
the invitation of the U.S. Depart 
ment of Stale. His accomplish¬ 
ments make a major listing in 
“American Composers, A Bio¬ 
graphical Dictionary.” 

As an artist reflecting his 
historical time, Dr. Anderson 
finds a way through life’s strug¬ 
gles in his music. He not only 
builds on the past; his music 
points to the future. The com¬ 
poser filters his musical ideas 
through his own experiences and 
understandings. 

"You must draw on your own 
resources,” Dr. Anderson 
explains. “Through relating your 
experience to the universal 
human experience, you reach 
new understandings and find 
hope." 

Dr. Anderson compares the 
process of composing to that of 
sculpting. "The wood speaks,” he 
says. “The sculptor carves out 
what is the essence of the wood. 
It is the same with the composer 
who is the instrument through 
which composition is revealed.” 

Dr. Anderson's music has a 
consistency of style in its expres¬ 
sions of the wide range of human 
emotion. Strong elements of his 
works include anguish, anger, 
hope, caring and love — emotions 
shared by all mankind. Dr. 
Anderson does not see himself 
solely as the musical spokesman 
for the black experience. Instead, 
he refers to himself as an 


American composer who hap¬ 
pens lo be black. 

The composer's obligation, 
Anderson claims, is to generate 
the best kind of musical expres¬ 
sion he can. "If you gel a respon¬ 
sive audience, you are lucky; if 
not, it doesn't matter," he says, 
adding, "I never think about the 
audience. I say what I want to 
say. An audience is temporary, at 
best. 

"My work is not done specifi¬ 
cally for blacks, but for a 
broader, more encompassing, 
human audience,” he continues. 
“As a composer, 1 always look 
forward. You have to keep mov¬ 
ing; you must make an effort to 
say different things." 

In his music drama “Soldier 
Boy, Soldier," Dr. Anderson 
reveals a story about racism and 
despair, hope and idealism. 
“Soldier Boy, Soldier”premiered 
in Indiana in 1982 after it was 
commissioned by a joint group at 
Indiana University where Dr. 
Anderson is chairman of the ad¬ 
visory board for the Black Music 
Center. 

The Indiana U. group, consist¬ 
ing of the Department of Afro- 
American Affairs and the School 
of Music, sought a black com¬ 
poser who would be able to pro¬ 
vide musical performance oppor¬ 
tunities for black musicians. Dr. 
Anderson was a logical choice. 

Although Anderson's ideas did 
not reflect the group's original in¬ 
tentions for the work, the group 
was nonetheless responsive. 

"Basically, they want you to 
do whal you want to do,” Dr. 
Anderson explains. "They hire 
you on the basis of what you bring 
to the work, not on a specific idea 
itself.” 

“Soldier Boy, Soldier" deals 
specifically with the indifference 
and hostility confronting black 
soldiers returning from Vietnam 
as they tried to re-integrate 
themselves into American soci¬ 
ety. It recognizes the racism still 
staining America’s soul. "There 
is no lessening of racism in 
America; nothing has really 
changed,” Dr. Anderson notes. 

The appeal of “Soldier Boy, 
Soldier,” however, is a broad one 
addressing the discrimination 
and despair ielt by all under¬ 
privileged people and the hope 
and solace that must be the 
human answer. “You can never 
allow a mode of society to reduce 
you, to dehumanize you," Dr. 
Anderson cautions. "We all have 
problems. You have no right to 
despair. You have to be idealistic. 

Dr. Anderson is always con¬ 
scious of responding to universal 
themes in his music. “Human 
suffering is a universal experi¬ 
ence," he explains. The black 
soldier returning from Vietnam 
symbolizes the pain of mankind, 
felt through all time. "Soldier 
Boy, Soldier” is an optimistic 
response to such suffering. 

For his 1979 composition 
"Spirituals," Dr. Anderson incor¬ 
porated the poetry and simplicity 
of gospel music, the time-honored 
music of Henry Purcell, jazz and 
the trumpet of Bar Gabriel. "One 
is always fascinated by the inter¬ 
change of culture," Dr. Atiderson 
says. "It is an exciting ability of 
the language of music lo in¬ 


tegrate these experiences. One ol 
the great things about musk is 
that it doesn.'l belong to anybody, 
but to all." 

The street language of inner 
city blacks which is used in 
“Soldier Boy, Soldier" is not 
meant to be translated into eas¬ 
ily understood words. "I didn't 
want a synthesis on the second 
level of experience,'' Dr. Amlei 
son explains. "I wanted the raw 
original feeling of what it is ill 
about. You can't lilt the impact 
away from this raw experience." 

Dr. Anderson began compos 
ing at Pennsylvania Slate Univcr 
sity when he look an elective 
course under George Coiga His 
composing grew out of arranging 
"I found myself expanding intro 
ductions until they grev. to lie 
longer than the tunes them 
selves,” he recalls 

Behind Dr. Anderson now arc 
study and leaching at many 
prestigious universitie: and 
music conservatories. For hr, 
doctorate in music, received in 
I9. r )t!at the University of Iowa, I )r 
Anderson composed two works 
“Pynknon" and his first string 
quartet. In 199-1 when his "Sym 
phony in Three Moumienls m 
Memory of John F. Kennedy" 
was premiered by the (iklahoma 
City Symphony, Anderson receiv 
ed the Copley Foundation Award 
for his achievements in music 

Dr. Anderson is as comfort¬ 
able with traditional forms of 
music as with the absli cl mil 
new. His performed works, 
mainly atonal, include more than 
42 compositions scored lor a vnri 
ety of combinations from orches¬ 
tras, mini-bands and glee clubs to 
chromatic pitch pipes, children's 
toys and self percussion. 

His mastery of the techniques 
of atonality, fragmentation >nil 
improvisation reflect Ins studies 
with such composers as Darius 
Milhaud. Demonstrating the 
power and vitality of Black 
American music Dr. Anderson' , 
works are an important part ol 
the broad continuum of American 
music which owes much to Euro¬ 
pean influences; lint contributes 
a valuable uniqueness. 

His flexible approach to com¬ 
position led Dr. Anderson lo ex¬ 
pand traditional bounds of such 
musical forms as opera by fusing 
elements of jazz, gospel, blues 
narration and visuals. 

The diversity of music exper 
ience has always fascinated Dr. 
Anderson. Musical devices such 
as theme and variations and 
repeating themes appear in his 
works. For "Spirituals," he col¬ 
laborated with the late Robert 
Hayden of Fisk University, poet 
laureate of tbe United Slates. 

From Hayden's book "Angle 
of Ascent," Dr. Anderson 
selected poems for the text of his 
work. There is an affinity be¬ 
tween the language of Hayden 
poetry and the music ol Dr 
Anderson. The abstract poetry of 
the text touches the core of the 
spiritual. “The composer, then, is 
conditioned by the text which sup 
gests the format by which the 
work should be engulfed." Dr 
Anderson explains. 

"Spirituals” premiered in

At Uinta in 1980 and was performed in 
Huston at the Union Methodist Church in 
neremher 1982. 'll is an exlraordinary 
and incTcdibcly moving piece," said 
Margaret Husscll of Pilgrim dr., who at¬ 
tended the perlorinance along with many 
other Winchester triends and neighbors of 
Anderson 'll uses a surprising combina¬ 
tion ol musical elements The texture is 
tK>lh direct and simple as well as complex.

Spirituals" was only the second com¬ 
position com missioned by a black church 
in America, with Duke Ellington’s 
Easier Mass" preceding it in New York 
City 

■’The huge church was filled," Russell 
recalled of I he 1W2 ‘ Spirituals” perfor¬ 
mance “Its message of the need for peace 
within each soul and among mankind 
touches everyone.” 

Adept at viola. French horn, trumpet 
and bassoon. Dr Anderson looks ahead to 
new challenges in his composing “As a 
composer. I always look forward," he ex¬ 
plains "You have to keep moving. You 
must make an effort to say different 
Ihings. 

“I am attached to whatever I am do¬ 
ing lately,” he continues. “Once I make 
a statement I rarely go hack A composer 
has to lx 1 receptive to the ‘artistry of cir¬ 
cumstance' as poet M. B. Tolson pointed 
out." 

His position as music chairman at 
Tufts University has allowed Dr. Ander 
son the freedom to compose as he feels he 
must to expand the horizons of his music 
students. 

1 appreciate Tufts for allowing me 
precious time to he creative in terms of 


my development as an artist." Dr. Ander¬ 
son says. Since he was made chairman 
eight years ago, the music curriculum has 
broadened to include a West African drum 
and dance ensemble, Renaissance and 
early music, jazz and bluegrass He also 
advocated that an honorary degree be 
bestowed by Tufts on Dizzy Gillespie 

Dr. Anderson is now exploring Orien¬ 
tal music. "I am especially impressed 
with the gamclin fall percussive) or¬ 
chestra whose vitality and energy are in 
many ways as resourceful as African 
music,” he says. He also favors ex- 
periemental jazz. 

“Jazz music is a haven to the black 
community," Dr. Anderson explains. 
“There is a spiritual nourishing which 
takes place in listening to these musicians 
play withlhcir hearts it heals all wounds. 

The only music to which I>r. Anderson 
is not receptive is "bad music.” 

“By that I mean music not skillfully 
done,” he explains. “It can he any kind. 
Music which lacks integrity, craftsman¬ 
ship and resources. Music which is redun¬ 
dant to the point of senility is not to lie 
taken seriously." 

Two extraordinary f>oih birthday 
celebrations were presented for (he com¬ 
poser, Sculptor Richard Hunt commis¬ 
sioned "Re-Creation" which I)r Anderson 
conducted at the celebration in Hunt’s 
studio. 

Winchester friends presented a second 
birthday party for Dr. Anderson at the 
Longy School of Music in Cambridge. 
“They tried to keep it a secret, hut even¬ 
tually they had to know what to play, how 
to play il and who was to play it," the com 
poser recalled smiling broadly 

“Tufts and Winchester have lieen good 


to us." Dr. Anderson notes. His wife Lois 
is a librarian at Franklin Elementary 
School in Lexington. Of their three chil¬ 
dren. the youngest is a senior at Win¬ 
chester High School where she plays 
clarinet with the high school band. The 
Anderson's son. T. J. Jr., is a published 
poet now serving in the Air Force. Their 
eldest daughter is a senior at Spelman Col¬ 
lege in Atlanta.

He was. however, extremely in¬ 
fluential with Presidents Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Richard M. Nixon, who 
succeeded in being elected to the office 
he had wanted. It is possible that the 
Watergate incident might not have taken 
place if his death two years previously 
had not removed a wise counselor whose 
advice Nixon was often willing to lake.

The fourth room on the same level is 
called llie “Special Knvironmenl Room" 
and during I he visit, it was a circus 
Brightly colored banners si ream from 
the coiling, circus posters made by the 
children decorate the walls, puzzles, 
panies and hooks about circuses are part 
of the materials The room's theme 
changes every six weeks or so. according 
to Morlensen 

“We might have a tent lor a camping 
unit, a store, a I rucking unit.'' she said 
“Bui it gives the children a fresh, new 
way to practice prc-math or language 
skiils " 

This lacililv is one of two cooperative 
nursery schools in Winchester, the other 
is the Neighborhood Cooperative Nur¬ 
sery School, in the basemenl of the First 
Congregational Church across from the 
town common 

Betty (Jellis, director of the Neigh 
borhood Cooperative. describes 
cooperalive education as unique “in that 
parents take an active part in the early 
learning process of their child It's a 
good place to make comparisons, to see 
lhat children learn at different levels and 
dial normal development falls in a big 
range " 

Parents at both schools are required 
to help in the classroom one or two times 
a month, as well as serve on the clean-up 
crew, build play equipment, and help 
with all aspects of the school aci¬ 
ni inist ration. 

“It's exciting to be involved in." says 
Neighborhood Cooperative parent 
president Mary Cartv. "and to keep in 
touch with the progress of the children in 
school 

Tlu* school itself consists of three 
large rooms. During the “guided play" 
portion ol the day, the children are free 
to choose their own activity with each 
oilier, with a parent helper, or with one 
of the three professional teachers in the 
school. 

The action in one of the rooms is 
varied a little one uses real saws, 
hammers and nails at a child sized 
workbench under the parent helper's 
walchlul eye. Two youngsters dress up in 
adult clothes and prance before a mirror 
while another group of little ones “cook" 
play dough in (he children's kitchen. One 
or two children paint at small easels — 
painting is a big activity here and the 
Parents Handbook directs that the mix 
be three parts water to one part powder 
paint "Do not water down paint." it tells 
pa mil helpers. “Children like vivid 
colors. " Sirocks are provided. 

In the large muscle room children 
have their choice or small to huge 
rocking horses to ride as well as a large 
range of tricycles. The objective of the 
school, CJellis says, “is to establish

esteem, (o have children led they can do 
things, to lake chances in a non- 
threatening situation Not l« say. I can‘I 
doit, hut to say I need some help." 

Help is also available in abundance 
over at the Methodist Nursery School on 
Dix si Two or three professional 
teachers are in the classroom of 20 
children al alt times and parents arc? not 
required to help Carol Callahan, the 
director, says lu*r program has more 
emphasis on readiness activities in 
math and reading ' Although sounds, 
letters, and numerals are introduced, 
“in a relaxed way." according to the 
school s brochure, “ol most importance 
to our staf 1 is the obligation to see that 
each child leaves nursery school with a 
positive sell-image and the desire to 
learn.' 

The large basemenl room at the 
Methodist Church is divided into “the 
kitchen." with child-sized furniture. 
Fisher-Price toys, dress-lip clothes and a 
four-loot-high play house. Beyond it, 
children dig ami push toy trucks through 
the sand in the sand table, while three 
lillle girls pile into the Iront half of whal 
seems to he a lull sized car emerging 
from one wall One child drives while the 
other two direct her 

Teachers help with art activities at 
tables in the middle of the room, and four 
youngsters pedal on a merry-go-round 
tricycles that are joined together and 
ride around on a circular track Small 
groups nt three or lour children may he 
coiled into the learning room for a 
s|M*cifie lesson on tin* letter CJ or the 
number 2 Al a certain tune a teacher 
goes over and plays a lew soft chords on 
the piano and the children stop their 


activity and walk quietly over tosii down 
on the listening rug for story time 

Although parents are nol an integral 
part of the classroom, they are welcome 
to visit any time, and having three 
professional teachers working with each 
child gives the Methodist Nursery School 
a unique advantage, according to 
Callahan. 

If parents need help deciding if a child 
is ready for kindergarten, she points out, 
“They have three professional 
opinions." If children are having any 
difficulties, the teachers can suggest, 
“Nol, this is what’s wrong with your 
child, but here's what you can do to help 
your child." 

Deciding when to make that tran¬ 
sition into kindergarten is sometimes 
tricky for parents, but three of the 
Winchester nursery schools are part of 
larger educational facilities that offer 
upper grades with the same philosophy 
children have been exposed to in their 
first school experience. 

St Mary's School accepts four-year- 
olds into their pre-school class and offer 
kindergarten through eighth grade in 
addition. Their youngest class is where, 
according to teacher Carole Galletla, 
children “should be getting education in 
a way that's fun." She introduces letters, 
numbers and sounds as a game, but 
emphasizes that readiness, not jus I 
socialization, is the goal of the class. 
"They should be ready to read when they 
get to kindergarten." 

Her classroom on a cold winter day is 
decora led with bird feeders and tissue 
paper snowmen the children have made. 
The play area is furnished with lots of 
bright, easily manipulated toys. While

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the children are having their free play 
time. Gal let ta works with three or four of 
them on arl projects that “promote 
small motor skills, such as culling, 
tracing, using a pencil," or eye-hand 
coordination such as throwing a bean 
hug. or on “just plan fun" activities such 
as linger painting with shaving cream. 

On Wednesdays, trained sixth grade 
helpers come in and work with the lillle 
ones on exercises or other small group 
games 

Although Gailella’s class is pari of St. 
Mary's elementary school, religious 
education is limited to grace before 
meals, and one-quarter to one-half of 
these youngsters go on to other schools, 
according to Sister Miehaclinda Plante, 
the school director. 

Bartlett School on Samoset rd. in the 
old Parkhmrsl School building also has 
the backup ol an entire elementary 
school to enrich the nursery school 
program. Bartlett is directed by Norinc 
Casey, who firmly believes in structure 
for children in all grades. The pre-school 
program is called kindergarten here and 
is open to four-year-olds who afterwards 
go on to Bartlett’s pre-primary grade or 
to public kindergarten. They use the 
Beacon phonics system that many of 
their students' parents or grandparents 
may recall having in their school days, 

Miss Casey describes a typical 
science class for these pre-schoolers, run 
by tlie school s science teacher once a 
week where the children make potato 
prints of bird and squirrel footprints in 
the snow. Their regular teacher, Linda 
Kings, begins the day with structured 
live play, and moves on lo a circle 
discussion of news. One day they're 
discussing springtime and kite flying 
and a little hoy relates that his kite 
carried him up into Ihe sky onto an 
airplane, where he jumped out with a 
parachute and landed safely. 

"That u’ns a great story." Kings lolls 
him "Isn't he a great story teller, 
children'*" And with all of them smiling 
broadly, the class moves over to the 
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cooking area to prepare themselves a 
snack of macaroni and cheese. 

They have music in another room, 
then spend some time with the pre- 
primary teacher while Rings leaches 
music to the older children. 

Meanwhile, across town, older and 
younger children blend in the same class 
at the Children’s Own School on Main st. 
near the Medford line. This is a Mon- 
tessori school with two divisions, a junior 
school for kindergarten-aged through 
second grade youngsters, while the 
Children's House is for ages 2 '2 through 
5. 

The Monlessori method is a specific 
program with materials unique to the 
system. Absent here are the dollhouses. 
Fisher-Price airports and sand tables 
found in several of the other pre-schools 
and in their place are color tablets, 
lasting jars, sound boxes and number 
rods that according to school director 
Kosina Orr Cullinanc. Rive the children 
“concrete materials that bring them to 
the abstraction." They may know the 
number five, she says, but they may not 
know the meaning of five. The Mon¬ 
lessori method uses their own special 
teaching aids to “tie in the reality." 

The children use lasting jars to ex¬ 
perience for themselves the difference 
between sweet and sour and tastes such 
as lemon and orange. The youngsters sit 
and sort out a package of color tablets 
that look like a paint store's sample 
chips. They try to put them in order of 
intensity from darkest indigo to pale 
blue. If they make a mistake, it’s not 
corrected. CuJlinane points out. They 
will reach the point at another time when 
they can see the correct order. 

In addition to the usual type of picture 
puzzles, little ones may be working on a 
map puzzle of the United Stales. Reading 
readiness includes the phonetic ap¬ 
proach to give children the “key to 
reading." 

“Given the freedom to pursue their 
own work, children prefer work to play." 
Cull inane observes. “Socialization is not 
the main priority.” 

Children under five don't firm up 
friendships but are at a point in their life 
when they learn best through their five 
senses, she says. 

Valerie Pike, one of the Children's 
House teachers, says her goal, and the 
Monlessori goal is the “develop in each 
child independence, coordination, 
concentration and a sense of order . " 

The children spend a portion of their 
morning out of doors and the Children’s 
Own School is surrounded on three sides 
bv what must be the largest collection of 
outdoor play equipment in Winchester, 

But outdoor equipment is not scarce 
al any of the Winchester nursery schools. 
From the parent-built climbing equip¬ 
ment of the Winchester Cooperative to 
Bartlett's large playing fields to the 
Methodist's brand new deluxe, wooden 
outdoor play set, the schools all offer the 
pre-schooler a chance to get out and run 
around. 

Each school offers supplemental 
teachers as well. The Children’s Own 
School, in addition to special art and 
music teachers, has a French specialist, 
because second language learning is 
part of the Monlessori method It's 
another way of thinking, Cullinanc 
suggests, just as math is another way of 
thinking. 

St Mary’s and the Methodist have 
special gym teachers at the school once a 
week while Bartlett is able to bring gym, 
art and science teachers into the pre¬ 
school classroom. 

The Winchester and the Neigh¬ 
borhood Cooperatives have a different 
group of specialists — the parents 
themselves. “It's the creativity of the 
parents that makes our school so ex¬ 
citing,” Jean Mortcnsen points out. “If 
you love music, you come and do that. If 
you play the tuba, you bring in the tuba." 

Field trips are included in all the 
programs. The Methodist likes to go on 
spring field trips lhat the children can 
walk lo, such as the fire station or the 
library. Other schools venture further 
afield with most mentioning Drumlin 
Farm as a traditional favorite.

The age requirements differ from 
school to school but the Methodist 
Neighborhood and Winchester 
Cooperatives will all accept children 
born in 1980 for their September classes 
— usually in their two morning program. 
Olderchildren <3':> to 4) generally attend 
for three mornings a week and they also 
have a pre-kindergarten class 
specifically aimed at the child who is 
legally old enough for kindergarten but 
who for varying reasons is better able lo 
deal with a Small, private school 
situation. Some of these youngsters go 
directly into first grade the following 
year, but most go into kindergarten. 

Bartlett and St. Mary’s both accept 
children who arc almost four with no 
program for three-year-olds, while 
Children's Own School has the youngest 
age requirement of 2* -. All but one 
school require the children to be toilet 
trained but the Neighborhood 
Cooperative's director Betty Gellis says, 
“I won’t change diapers but if a parent 
wants lo send a child well protected, 
we’ll accept him.” Most untrained 
children they've accepted usually get 
trained pretty quickly once they see their 
classmates taking care of their toilet 
needs, she adds. 

In addition to the regular pre-school 
classes, there is also a Toddler Program 
at the Neighborhood Cooperative. 
Mothers and toddlers aged l 1 -j to 2 l a 
attend together once a week for a seven 
week period in the fall, winter or spring, 
While the emphasis is on play, teacher 
Betsy Brickley tells them a story, 
teaches songs and they share a snack. 
She finds that older parents are par¬ 
ticularly attracted to the program 
because it gives them a chance to meet 
other parents of little ones. 

One of the newest programs in town is 
the Winchester Cooperative's "Extended 
Day" program. Children in the morning 
nursery programs can slay for the af¬ 
ternoon until 2:45 in a less formal setting 
with emphasis on music, movement, free 
play and field trips. Parent helping is not 
required and the children may sign up 
for any number of days per week 
Children from ouLside the school are 
welcome to attend the extended day 
program, although parents must 
arrange for their transportation. The 
Children's Own School also has such a 
program, open only to their own morning 
students however But the children can 
stay there until 5:00. 

At the early part of the day* Bartlett 
is the only school that allows parents lo 
drop their children off early — from 8 
a m. on. where they can have supervised 
play until the official school starling 
time of 9 a m, Bartlett loo. is the only 
school that will arrange for the children 
to be taken home, or lo a day care 
situation al noon time. St Mary's offers 
morning bus pick-up to any pupils who 
will be going lo school with older 
brothers or sisters on the bus. 

Tuitions vary from a low of $325 per 
year for two mornings a week al the 
Neighborhood Cooperative to a high of 
$1,699 for five mornings at Bartlett 
School. 

Snacks are provided at some of the 
schools, while children bring their lunch 
to the pre-kindergarten program at the 
Neighborhood Cooperalive and to 
morning or afternoon programs at the 
Methodist Nursery School. St Mary’s 
teacher Carole Galletta urges parents to 
provide “Nutritious snacks rather than 
junk food.” Mrs. Cullinanc at Children's 
Own School echoes this sentiment and in 
school encourages children to drink 
water when I hey're thirsty and not 
always be looking for juice or punch 

Enrollments al all the Winchester 
nursery schools are limited and spaces 
fill up fast. But parents who, after 
careful consideration prefer one school 
only to find lhat il has no more room, can 
be consoled by the thought that each 
school has a carefully thought out 
philosophy of education, a varied and 
stimulating curriculum and a physical 
environment that would delight any child 
and give them a good start on the road to 
graduation in the twenty-first century.
